NOTES OF THE WEEK 


THE NATION AT ONE 

Ir the speech on the international situation which Lord Halifax 
delivered last week was of historic importance, the response which 
it evoked in the country was scarcely less momentous. It showed 
a practically entire nation behind the Government in its policy of 


differences. “We know,” said the Foreign Secretary, “ that if inter- 
national law and order is to be preservedy we must be prepared to 

fight in its defence. In the past we have always stood out against 
the attempt by any single Power to dominate Europe at the expense 
of the liberties of other nations, and British policy is therefore only 

_ following the. inevitable itee of its own history, if such an attempt 
were to be made again.” To those propositions there has been a 
virtually unanimous assent, from press and platform, from all 
parliamentary parties, and, we may add with certainty, from all classes 
and creeds, including the Jewish population of this country. It is a 

’ heartening thought that no dictation from above has produced this 
impressive. line-up. The people have rallied, almost to a man, in 
the free exercise of their own convictions, and this voluntary unity, 
while it demonstrates the capacity of democracy to cope with any 
emergency, however dire, may Well prove a more potent instrument 
in war than the enforced and regimented unity of the totalitarian 
States. 


There is in this attitude no delight in war. It is safe to say that 
not a single individual, Jew or Gentile, in this country would regard 
a war as anything but a distressing and inescapable obligation laid 
upon him by the highest interests of the nation and indeed of humanity. 
And assuredly, if war should come, which Heaven forfend, British 
Statesmen could honestly declare, in the sight of God and men, that 
it arose from no conscious purposes of their own. Even now Lord 
Halifax proclaims his readiness for “ peaceful change,’ which would 
not exclude the examination of such questions as the colonial prob- 
lem, the limitation of armaments, and even the issue of Lebensraum. 
If the Continental despotisms would sincerely accept, and as sincerely 
act upon, this important, if belated, declaration instead of fooling them- 
selves and their peoples with delusions about British “ nerves ” a new 
Spirit and a new hope would come into the world.

ISRAEL’S NOBLE REVENGE 
AN effort is being made to raise a fund of £20,000 to help the scholar- 
victims of oppression to join the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, and 
last week ‘a dinner was given in its support by the Society for the 
Protection of Science and Learning, which has done such wonderful 
work in a similar connection. It is fitting that the Jewish University 
should stretch its helping hand to the refugees from a system against 
which Judaism is one long inspired protest. And it is a cheering 
reflection that the refugees, rich in knowledge and scientific initiative, 
will in turn assist this modern miracle, as one speaker called our 
University, to scale still greater heights of achievement, to the glory 
and happiness not only of the Jewish people but of all mankind. In 
a brief space it has grown to such purpose that already nearly 800 
students, drawn from Palestine and many European lands, have flocked 
to its lecture halls, and an academic staff of over one hundred minister 
to their intellectual aspirations. What high hopes for the human race 
might not be realised if it were adequately equipped, as it deserves, 
with the wherewithal for the battle against ignorance and disease? We 
trust and believe therefore that the fund which is now planned will 
receive all that is asked for it. The University is Jewry’s voice ringing 
out in an era of partial barbarism. It is also Israel's noble revenge on 
its enemies. And it is, in Professor Donnan’s words, a tribute to the 
undying courage and spirit of the Jewish race. In no way could we 
better justify that tribute than by sustaining a “ great centre of world 
civilisation ” which, we fondly hope, is destined to survive in splendour 
long after the present obscurantism has passed inTo oojivion. 


THE MARQUESS’S DISCLAIMER 

WE willingly find space this week for the letter in which the Marquess 

of Tavistock, apparently referring to an article in. our last issue, 
asserts that the recently-formed British People’s Party, of which he is 
President, is not an anti-Semitic body. “I will never,” he writes, 

“ countenance any policy which persecutes a man of good behaviour 
merely by reason of his race.” These are welcome declarations, given, 

no doubt, in complete good faith, and fully in accord with true British 
senliment, as interpreted by Lord Halifax in his important speech 

last week—one of the things by which Germany was isolating herself, 

said the Foreign Secretary on that occasion, was her policy of 

“ racialism.” We are compelled, however, to make one or two com- 
ments on the Marquess’s letter. In a statement issued on April 21, it 

was said that membership of the British People’s Party. was “ open to 

all adults of British descent who accept the objects of the Party and 

who do not already belong to any other political party.” An assurance 

that the words “ British descent” do not, in intent or actual practice, 
debar Jews from joining would help to place the non-anti-Semitic 
character of the new movement beyond the reach of cavil.

Under the above heading, a circular has been sent out to delegates on 
the Council of the Federation of Synagogues. The avowed object of the 
circular was to “enable fair-minded members of the Community to judge 
for themselves whether or not the Federation of Synagogues is receiving 
fair treatment at the hands of THe JewisH CHRONICLE.” 

_ There are two complaints of “ unfairness.” The first concerns the inter- 
vention of the Beth Din in the matters under dispute between the Executive 
of the Federation and the Constitutional Group of the Federation. In 
the course of the letter from Mr. Julius Jung, Secretary of the Federation, 
which he wrote under the heading of “ The Federation of Synagogues and 
Talmud Torahs,” the following was included by Mr. Jung and was not 
published with the rest of his letter which was printed in our last issue: 

“In your issue of the 9th of this month, you write that the Beth Din 
* were asked to issue a summons to the Honorary Officers of the Federation to 
attend for a hearing on Tuesday last, and that this was done. We are informed, 
however, that no one on behalf of the Honorary Officers of the Federation 
attended on that day.” Had you, however, as is customary with all responsible 
newspapers, inquired of the Beth Din _or ourselves as to the accuracy of the 
message that has reached you, you would have received a true statement of the 
facts, which was that the date suggested by the Beth Din was inconvenient 
because of the very serious iliness of the President's mother, and secondly that 
it was hoped that the meeting of the General Council of the Federation due 
next week would settle the matter at issue. which was.indeed the case. On 
seeing that very paragraph in your paper, the Federation wrote to the Beth 
Din asking for an explanation for allowing such a misicading statement to 
appear in your paper, and their reply, dated June 14, contains the following 
paragraph: * For your information, the note in THe JewtsH’ CHRONICLE to which 
you refer was inserted without the knowledge of the Beth Din, either directly 
or indirectly. As a matter of fact, after I spoke to you I informed the other 
parties concerned that your representatives would not attend last Tuesday 
jor the reasons you indicated. (Our ialics.) 

The reason for the omission of this part of the letter will be obvious 
when the following facts are considered. In reply to an inquiry from 
Mr. M. J. Turner. dated June 8, the Clerk to the Beth Din wrote on 
June 12: 

“In reply to your letter of the 8th inst., I confirm my conversation with 
ou on Tuesday last, when I informed you that the Federation of Synagogues 
ad intimated that they would not appear here on that day as the matter was 
receiving further consideration.” (Qur ttalics.) 

It will be noticed that neither of the explanations offered in Mr. Jung's 
letter was mentioned in the letter of the Clerk of the Beth Din. To have 
ublished that part of Mr. Jung's letter, therefore, would, in. our opinion, 
ave been both confusing the issue and misleading our readers. 

So much for unfairness number. one. 

The second charge of “ unfairness” complained of in the circular refers 
to a paragraph in last week's issue reporting a meeting of the Constitutional 
Group of the Federation of Synagogues. The report stated: 

“ Dissatisfaction was expressed with the conduct of the Council mecting that 
was held on June 13, and many delegates agreed that it was obvious to them 
that the amendment moved by the Constitutional Group had been carried, and 
a number were able to. state that they had made independent counts, which 
confirmed the result declared by the scrutinecr, Mr. I. Goldstein, namely, that. 
the amendment was carried by 91 votes to 69.” 

On this score the circular objects that it would be. hard to infer from 
this paragraph that there were four scrutineers, three of whom declared 
the figures to be 99 against the amendment and 78 for.. But the circular, 
in trumping up a charge of “ unfairness” on this port, omits to state that 
Mr. Junge’s own figures were piainly given in THe Jewish CHRONICLE of 
JuneN 6, in the report of the Counc! meeting of the Federation where the 
amendment was discussed. Mr. Goldstein was there referred to as “ one of 
the scrutteers.” 

In the light of these facts. “ fair-minded members of the Community,” 
to quote the circular’s words, will be enabled “to judge for thémselves 
whether or not the Federation of Svnagogues’ is “ receiving fair treatmer# 
at the hands of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE.” 


, Siitutional Group and the Executive of the Federation was (as recorded in 
our last issue) fixed for Thursday in last week. This was postponed until 
Monday. The Executive, who intimated that.they were not ready to attend. 
were invited to do so on Wednesday. On that day, the Executive did not 
attend on the ground, we understand, that they were holding a meeting 
on the subject on Thursday (yesterday). On Wednesday. afternoon. the 
Clerk of the Beth Din sent the following letter to Dr. Bernard Homa. L.C.C.. 
Chairman of the Constitutional group: . 

“ Re Executive of Federation of Synagogues versus Dr. Homa and others, I beg 
to confirm the telephone. message intimating the further cancellation of the 
hearing of the above matter, which hearing had been fixed for this afternoon 
at the Beth Din. This morning, a letter was received from the Federation of 


Synagogues giving no intimation of a readiness to obey the summons to attend 
at the th Din.” 


‘THE TALMUD TORAHS AND THE 
FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES 


From Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.B.E. 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—The Talmud Torah Trust has been in existence for thirty-four 
years. Indeed it owes its foundation to the first President of the Federation. 
Sir Samuel Montagu, as he then was. For years it has distributed grants 
to needy Talmud Torahs in London, and unfortunately nearly all of them 
are needy. It possesses an. Education Committee, of which Dayan Feldman 
is the Chairman, though iatterly during his enforced absence his place 
has been taken by Dayan Lazarus. Amongst the other members are 
Dayan Abramski, Dayan Gollop, Rabbi Dr. I. Goodman. the Rev. |

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SFRMON FOR THE WEEK 


DISAPPOINTMENT 


Of the many sorrows that come to every one of us—to Jew and 
non-Jew alike—there is one which depends for its capacity to make 
us suffer upon our temper, our training, and our faith: disappointment. 

Most of us expect too much of life, and certainly too much of others. as 
We are disappointed largely because we are selfish and self-centred. & 
There is perhaps no human infirmity which stands in greater need of 
the consoling power of religious faith than this weakness. Nor is there 
a more accurate way of testing a person’s character than to observe a4 
him or her in the hour of disappointment. a 

As in most human activities, we find extremes. There is the blind ae 
idealist who is so frequently and so grievously disappointed because he 
imagines that people will behave as he would like them to behave, 7 
and that events are sure to turn out in accordance with his hopes and 4 
wishes. There is, on the other hand, the cynic who expects nothing at 
all from others, except what he knows they are compelled to give, 
who indulges in no conscious hopes, who sees things and people oniy | 
as he thinks they are, and consoles himself with the belief that Ph 4 
expectations are always vain. | | 

- Between these two extremes, obviously, lies our hope of salvation. 
But happiness is to be found not merely in the ability to bear dis- 
appointments bravely, but in so ordering our lives that we refuse to 
form a hope for which we have no reasonable grounds at all. 

There is a kind of disappointment which is extraordinarily common: 


‘we cannot rid ourselves of the unreasonable hope that life, when it 


is not overweighted with cares, when health is good, when fortune .: 
smiles, will always continue like this without interruption. How : 
foolish and how futile this is! But to realise that good and evil are 
ever mysteriously intermingled, that common experience is not steady 
like a rock, but shifting like the sand, is by no means the same thing as 
giving up hope, because the- evil days do come, because, as: 
Ecclesiastes puts it, the clouds do return after the rain. We must learn 
to expect disappointment because the future is only partly in our hands. 
But neither dare we give up hope and become embittered, for life is 
not all frustration, and to some extent at least the future is in our 
hands. | 

A grave and constant source of disappointment in our affairs is the 

expectation of gratitude. It is an illustration of the foolishness and 
vanity from which hardly any of us is exempt. It is a duty, and 
a religious duty too, to rid ourselves once and for all of this delusion, 
which inevitably brings its own punishment. We have only to recall 
the examples we know of men and women who, we come to discover, 
are always serving a master for the sake of reward, whose thought of 
their own advantage is for ever vitiating their actions and distorting 
their outlook on others. We reflect: what a fool such a man is, 
how blind, how ignorant, what a store of disappointment he ts laying 
Perhaps we do not 
only serve with the hope of reward; yet in the back of our minds 
we do so often look for some return, perhaps unconsciously; until 
we find none and miss it. The disappointment which results we deserve. 
If we make a bargain, indeed we have the right to expect that the other 
But life is not all tit for tat. What a desolate 
world it would be if this were so! Love and friendship, worship and 
goodness would be deprived of all reality and worth. Purge yourself 
of this expectation of return, excepting that which your action brings 
with it, and you will have insured yourself at least against much 
unhappiness. 
It is Our duty to show gratitude. But it is one of those things that 
it is better to give than to receive. A great religious spirit once put 
it thus: “As benefits conferred are often underrated by those. who 
receive them, so they are sometimes over-valued by those who confer 
them “; and it was the author of Proverbs who said: “ The hope of 
the righteous shall be gladness; but the expectation of fools shall 
perish.” It brings us to the sobering reflection that self-love cxercises 
sO great a power over us that we are mostly exaggerating our own 
claims, over-estimating our Own importance. 

But there are times when disappointment comes upon us which is 
not the result of exaggerated expectations; having laboured faithfully 
and modestly and trustfully, we are cast down at the shattering of . 
our hopes. How closely we are all bound together by this common mi 
experience! There is no time such as the hour of disappointment when : 
we need to realise so vividly our dependence upon God, that sense 


disappointment is just the result of ignorance and selfishness and 
conceit, When we say God's will be done, we mean that we would : 
try and realise that the hopes destined to be shattered were built up $ 
in ignorance of God's will: we mean, too, that we are grateful for that 
mighty comfort, the assurance that He knows best, and we know not 
at all. This temper is a hard one to attain, and none »f us can attain 
it at all times of disappointment. But at least we have not to 
complain, unless it be of our own foolishness and weakness, Oh. what: a 
deep comfort it is to remember in the bitter hours that what others a 
have borne silently, manfuly, bravely, we caf bear, too. Besides: there 7 
1s always something else. Compensation is a law of life. And perhaps 
the most convincing comfort we can gain when the pitcher of hope 
is broken at ‘the well is that there are other vessels at home. and Be 
that the spring which filled the old one is never dried up. Let us then 2 
dry eur tears and build up our hopes afresh. As more and more. 5 
wisdom is vouchsafed us through the passing years, we shall perhaps 
come to feel that the gravest disappointments are bevond us that all 
bitterness is long outgrown, not because we have not hoped but because 
we have learned to hope more moderately, more humbly, more unself- 
ishly. Our expectations are more likely to be fulfilled, because we 
shall not then deserve disappointment.’ And so, as time goes on 
though we discover that roses are not strewn in our path, we shall 
find that the fields in which our experiences are gathered are not waste

IN _ THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


A SCOTSMAN LOOKS AT 
THE JEWS 


By WATCHMAN 


For some reason or other, perhaps because the populace has acquired 
the fixed idea that Jew and Scot have much in common—as worldly- 
wise “ go-getters,” for instance—I have always felt a peculiar interest 
in what one of these bracketed peoples, the Scotsmen, for example, 
thinks about its supposed mental twin, the Jews. And so when I 
noticed an article about Jews by Mr. Eric Linklater, a Scottish author 
of distinction, in a recent issue of Time AND Tipe I ‘turned to it with 
avidity. Mr. Linklater introduces his remarks pleasantly with the story 
of his discovery in a village in the Orkneys of a copy of “ The Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion “—an almost startling proof, by the way, of the 
thoroughness of the anti-Jewish propaganda. In a practical way, he 
says, it can do little harm, for the Jewish population of Orkney is 
already the irreducible minimum, consisting of one old man, a Polish- 
Jewish pedilar. It is hardly probable that he will be persecuted, however 
closely the Protocols are studied, the writer continues, but he foresees 
a lively period of theoretical anti-Semitism in the village, and “ nothing 
can now save it from the exhilarating faith that Zionism is responsible 
for all the disabilities of the world to-day.” . 


Yet “the procreant soil of this belief,” he goes on, “is already 
apparent in much foreboding reference to the cleverness of the Jews, 
an. estimation by no means confined to the village, but surely a fallacy 
in spite of the multitudes who share it.” Here, then, we come across 
the Scottish writer's major judgment of the Jews——they are not clever! 
Well,.a lot of my coreligionists who like to think that they are will 
take this opinion wryly. But I myself have expressed the same view 
more than once in this column. I have suggested that while there are, 
no doubt, many clever Jews, Jewry in its collective aspect does not 
shine mentally, and certainly produces its fair if not abnormal share 
of schlemiels. Look at the millions of those who are wallowing meekly 
in the poverty: of the squalid Polish ghettoes and wondering where the 
next loaf—and the next bullet—will come from. Think of the ineptitude 
which, in two thousand years, has been unable to find Jewry one 
secure land of its own, of the “ policy” which for generations could 
see no farther than the charity box, of the apathy which failed to 
employ our resources to the full in the National Home at a decisive 
moment in our history, of .the mental sterility in which, it would 
seem, only one Jewish world leader can be bred and (more ‘or less) 


flourish. The fact that we can throw our caps into the air and shout 


hurrah because 400,000 of us have entered or been smuggled into the 
National Home, while mitlions who might have got there have remained 
outside in misery and enforced degradation, is itself testimony enough 


. that, as a people, we are not, or, at any rate, have not been, clever. 


Some of this Mr. Linklater clearly perceives, though he sometimes 
puts it in a way which ts not above criticism. He tells us that it would 
not be difficult to argue that, as a people, Jews are “ uncommonly 
stupid, maladroit, and unenterprising.” It was certainly stupidity 
which enabled the authors of the Balfour Declaration to fob them off 
with a statement of intentions into which a cute statesman in a fix 
coud read anything or nothing, and which has tortured Jewry ever 
since with its double -dealing perplexities. But to say that the Jews 
are * ‘ uncommonly ” stupid is a decided exaggeration which ignores the 
monumental follies of other nations. It ignores the fact that after cen- 
turies of “progress” the befuddled nations, crying “peace, peace,” cannot 
find the way to ensure it but are busily beggaring themselves with the 
forging of armaments in order to tear and smash one another to bits. 
There's stupidity for you! If the Jews are, in the mass, stupid, they are 
only one typical unit in an obfuscated whole—and have perhaps been 
forcibly reduced to that state by the wicked fatuity of their fellows in 
folly. After all, they have so long been sat upon, isolated, and had it 
rammed into them that they were untouchables unfit to live, that it 
would have been surprising if they had not emerged in a dazed and 
stupefied condition from their experiences—though nevertheless in a 
hardly less stupid state than that of the Gentiles who thought that they 
could bludgeon them out of existence altogether, and some of whom 
remain of the same childish opiniqn to-day. 


Mr. Linklater gives as evidence of the Jews’ stupidity their religion,. 


which, he argues, appears to have most of the temporal disadvantages 
of Christianity with few of its compensations. He should ask himself 
whether it was not this same religion which bred the optimism that 
has enabled the Jews to survive their fearful experiences at the hands 
of the Gentile world. He says that Judaism has rarely been well 
regarded outside its fold, a statement which, if true, only points to 
the abysmal ignorance of the outsiders. Is it not because the rest of 
the world is so ignorant of Jewish teachings, or has flouted them, that 
it is to-day blindly stumbling to disaster? 


On one point, however, I am, with two reservations, in agreement 


with Mr. Linklater—it concerns what he calls “ the indisputable fact 


that Jews have never learnt the art of propaganda.” Here in 


England we are slowly struggling to acquire the art, but our efforts, 


danaiiaal with thie of Goebbels and Co., are like a Chinese cracker 
compared with a two-ton bomb. But my first reservation is that 
relative incapacity for propaganda is not necessarily an evidence of 
stupidity any more than incapacity for science or poetry is evidence 
of stupidity. Secondly, when our author produces as proof of Jewish 
propaganda weakness the story of Queen Esther and Mordecai and 
describes it as one of the most ill-conceived pieces of advertisement in 
all literature, on the ground that the “pogrom” which followed 
Haman’s execution was “really exorbitant,” and that “ seventy-five 
thousand and eight hundred of their Persian fellow-subjects were 
murdered by the triumphant Jews,” he is wandering far from the facts 
as given in the Biblical narrative. Nothing is more contrary to 
the truth than the assumption that the Jews of Persia carried out a 
“ pogrom.” What happened was that, at Haman’s instigation, it had 
been planned to “ destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish all Jews both 
young and old, little children and women, in one day .. . and to take 
the spoil of them for a prey.” It was in their defence against this 
attempt at wholesale slaughter that the Jews,“ standing for their lives,” 


as the story mentions, slew their fellow-Persians. Since when was sc!f- 


defence describable as murder? If that act of sheer self-preservation 
was a “ pogrom,” then all the Allies of the new “ Peace Front” which 
is out for defehce against aggression are nothing bu. prospective 
pogromists! 


I agree with Mr. Linklater in his condemnation of Jewish ostentation 
(though not with his apparent attribution of ‘this tactlessness to ail 
Jews) and with his further contention that this poor form of propa- 
ganda, “ in conjunction with the legend of their cleverness,” is bound 
to make them unpopular. He holds that if the Jews were half as 
clever as many people suppo~e them to be they would obliterate the 
legend. 1 do not know how 1, -y could set about it, because however 
hard they tried the Jew-baiters vould strive to keep it alive. But at 
least the worship of cleverness, by ~any Gentiles as well as Jews, as 
the suwmmum bonum of life is as foolish as tt in many ways may be 
mischievous. There are other and perhaps higher values, and the dull 
but unsuccessful pupil at the prize distribution, whom the orator of 
the occasion consoles with the reflection that it is just as fine a thing 
to be good as to be clever, may. turn out m the end a more useful 
citizen than his clever competitor who proudly walks off with the prize,

Much has been-said about the lack 
of suitable candidates, and the retort, perhaps justified, of potential 
students has been that the fault is rathef one of unsuitable congre- 
gations. But chances for the man with a real urge for the calling 
do crop up; and an advertisement on another page this week reminds 


us that such a young man who is awarded the Alfred Louis Cohen 


Scholarship (for whieh applications are invited), will be able to attend 
Oxford or Cambridge for three years and receive £200 a year while 
doing so. 

As item in a London evening newspaper this week may interest 
the many aspirants to the overburdened career of law: the writer 
computes that the average income of the 26,000 solicitors in this 
country is £300 a year. So much for the “fortunes” that popular 
credulity imputes to the lawyers! |

‘WILTON WAY HEBREW CLASSES 
Good Wishes of M.P. and Alderman 


“Evil is not going to triumph eternally in the.world; things true, 
noble, and just will come into their own,” declared Mr. Fred. Watkins, 
M.P., when he spoke at the annual prize distribution‘last week to the 
pupils of the Wilton Way (J.R.E.B.) Classes. The function was held 
in the Wilton Way L.C.C. School, Hackney. Mr. .M. E. Waldman, 
O.B.E., J.P., presided and Mrs. Waldman distributed the awards. 

Dr. J. F. Midloursky, the Chairman of Managers, referred to the good 
work of Mr. Watkins for Jewish people not only in that constituency but 
all over England. He thanked the Headmasters and Headmistresses of the 
local schools for encouraging Jewish pupils to attend the J.R.E.B. Hebrew 
Classes. Much apathy existed among Jewish parents in that district, he 
said, and he urged them to send their children to the Classes. He referred 
to his impending retirement from the Chairmanship of the Classes, owing 
to bad eyesight: 

The Chairman and subsequent speakers asked Dr. 
reconsider his decision. 

Mr. H. S. Lipshitz, the Superintendent, said that at the beginning of the 
year there were twenty-seven boys and thirty-one girls on the roll. Now 
they had fifteen boys and forty-five girls. A roll of sixty for a densely 
populated Jewish district like Hackney was. very unsatisfactory. He 
appealed to parents to send their children so that the Classes could again 
have the services of the senior class teacher who left last year owing to 
the decline in numbers. 

Alderman Henry E. Goodrich, J.P., L.C.C. (representing the Mayor of 
Hackney), said that he was present in order to show that a bond of friend- 
ship existed between those of his faith and those of the Jewish faith. In 
this country, religion was what they themselves made of it, he said. It called 
for no discrimination and no evil thought against others. They lived as a 
race of people bound together in loyalty to the country in which they 
belonged. So long as they could consider the wants of others, he felt 
certain that this country would continue to be a haven for ‘everyone in 
time of adversity. As leader of the Borough Council im that district, he 
wished to assure the Jewish population there that the Borough would give 
them the same rights and protection as it gave to other citizens. 

Mr. Fred Watkins said that he was glad to associate himself with the 
Jewish religious educational work of that district. .

DR. W. M. FELDMAN 
Distinguished Physician and Scholar — 


_ A LOSS FOR THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE 


Dr. William Moses Feldman, M.D., F.R.C.P., Senior Physician to 
St. Mary's Hospital for Women and Children and to the Eastern 
Dispensary, collapsed and died on Sunday 
evening. He had just proposed a toast 
at a wedding reception. 

A son of the late Israel Feldman, Dr. 
Feldman was born in 1880 and was 
educated at Jews’ College and the London 
.Hospital. He held various appointments 
at the London and West London Hos- 
pitals, had been Assistant Physician and 
Lecturer on Child Physiology at the 
Infants’ Hospital, and Chadwick Lecturer 
on Ante-Natal and Post-Natal Child 
Physiology and Hygiene. 

Dr. Feldman was State Examiner to the 
Genera! Nursing Council and a prominent 
Fellow of the Royal Society of Medicine. 
He was also a memberof the Council of 
| the Jewish Health Organisation (Ose). He 
was the author of numerous publications on the physiology of infants 
and general medical subjects, and also on bio-mathematics, sociological, 
racial, and historical medicine. He wrote on the life and work of 
Maimonides for the Royal Society of Medicine, and contributed to the 
Moses Maimonides VIllth Centenary Memorial Volume, which was 
reprinted in 1935 as a pamphlet. entitled “ Maimonides as Physician 
and Scientist.” Only last week, Dr. Feldman reviewed a biography of 
Alfred Adler for the Jewtsu CHRONicLE June Literary Supplement. 

Dr. Feldman had practised in the East End of London for a number 
of years, and was well known there for his skill. He frequently lectured 
at the Whitechapel Art Gallery when the Jewish Health Organisation 
organised its health talks there. Besides being an eminent physician, 
Dr. Feldman was a great Talmudical scholar—a rare combination. 

Like so many other members of his family, he gave splendid service 
to the Great Synagogue. He was one ofthe Synagogue’s representa- 
tives on the Council of the United Synagofue, and also represented the 
United Synagogue on the Council of Jews’ College. He was a frequent 
lecturer to, and often presided at, meetings of the Great Synagogue 
Guild for Social Service. 

He was-a member of a remarkable family. Four of his cousins (all 
Feldmans) are physicians, one is a writer on philosophical subjects, 
and his uncle is Dayan Dr. Feldman. 

The funeral was at Willesden Cemetery on Tuesday, and the Revs. 
E. Levine and H. Mayerowitsch officiated.

We of the Great Synagogue suffer:a severe loss by the sudden death of 
one of our most distinguished members. For many years, Dr. Feldman 
was a member of the Board of Management and a representative at the 
Council of the United Synagogue. The Great Synagogue was always one 
of his chief loves. Right from the formation of the Great Synagogue 
Guild fer Social Service, Dr. Feldman cheerfully and readily gave of his 
best. The lectures which he delivered session after session were of a high 
standard and of great importance and interest to the Community. 

In my capacity as Hon. Secretary. I was in the habit of inviting dis- 
tinguished medical men to preside at these lectures, and in their replies 
they often paid tribute to Dr. Feldman. Lord Dawson of Penn and Lerd 
Horder both wrote of their “ great respect for the lecturer.” The lecture 
he gave on “ The Jewish Contribution to Medicine ™ last session was his last 
to the Guild. When I wrote to Dr. W. J. O'Donovan, O.B.E., asking him 
to preside on that occasion, he replied: “I have such a high regard and 
long affection for Dr. Feldman that I will come with pleasure at almost 
any inconvenience to take the Chair for his lecture.” 


RABBI DR. A. LYONS (New York) 


The death occurred recently in New. York City of Rabbi Dr. . 


Alexander Lyons, Emeritus Rabbi. of the Temple Beth Elohim, 
Brookiyn, New York. 

Alexander Lyons was born at Mobile, Alabama, in June, 1867, and 
was the son of Samuel and Fanny (Wolf) Lyons. He studied at the 
Universities of Cincinnati, Columbia, and New York. In 1891, he 
was awarded his Rabbinical diploma by the Hebrew Union College. 
From 1891 to 1895 he was Rabbi of the Temple Israel, Terre Haute, 
Indiana, and from i895 to 1902 of the Congregation Beth Emeth, 
Albany, New York. Then he was called to the Ministry of the Temple 
Beth Elohim, a position which he held with distinction for thirty-five 
years. He retired two yeats ago and was appointed Emeritus Rabbi. 

Dr. Lyons was widely known as a preacher, lecturer, and librarian, 
and since 1920 had been editor of the monthly magazine, the SupPLE- 
MENT. He was a founder of the Consumptives Jewish Aid Society 
of Brooklyn, a member of the Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
of the Brooklyn Library Board, and Hon. Member of the Y.M.C.A. 
In 1918, the French Government created him a Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honour. 

A deeply religious man, of a genial! disposition, quiet, unassuming, 
Rabbi Lyons was a tireless worker on behalf of his fellow-men. He 
was widely known as a preacher and lecturer. 

In 1892 he married Ida Eisendrath, of Chicago. who, with two sons 
and a daughter, survives him. The funeral was attended by over 800 


religious, leaders.

~ MR. MOSES MYERS (Harrogate) 
Communal and Public Worker 


[from our Correspondent—Lteps] 


Mr. Moses Myers, head of one of the oldest Jewish families ia 
Leeds, died at his home in Harrogate recently at the age of 
seventy-seven. He belonged to a family 
which was connected with the earliest 
development of the life of the Leeds 
Jewish Community. His father, Jacob 
Myers, was one of the first Presidents 
of the Old Hebrew Congregation im 
Belgrave Street. 

Moses Myers was born in London. 
He came to Leeds as an infant, and 
early followed in the footsteps of his 
father, both in the communal and the 
business life of the city. He founded 
Myers Bros., Ltd., in 1877, when he was 
only fifteen years old, and from that 
date until a week before his death con- 
tinued im active control of that busi- 
ness. He was known in Leeds and throughout the North 79a man 
of the greatest integrity, and for the fifty-eight years that he was 
in business he kept strictly to the highest ideals of Jewish ethics and 
commercial- morality. 

He held a long and honourable record in the municipal life of 
the city. He was the first Conservative Jewish Councillor in Leeds, 
and for many years was a member of the old Leeds Board of Guardians, 
which was superseded by the Public Assistance Committee. He repre- 
sented the important Brunswick Ward in the City Council during the 
War and immediately afterwards. 

Mr. Myers was a generous contributor to Jewish and non-Jewish 
local charities. Apart from a long and’ faithful service to the Syna- 
gogue, in which he held many important pffices, he was the head for 
many years of the Leeds Jewish Institute, of which he was one of 
the original founders. It was due to his persistent and untiring efforts 
that the Community was able a few years ago to house the Institute, 
which cares for the social, cultural, and recreational needs of the local 
Jewish youth, in a splendid building. He was Hon. Life President of 
the Institute, and a plaque was recently unveiled in the building ia 
recognition of his services. He was also a Past President of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, and held the position of Senior Vice-President 
until his death. He had lived in Harrogate for twenty years, and was 
Vice-President of the Congregation from. 1932 to’ 1936. 

Although small in stature, Mr. Myers had a firm, dominating 
personality and a quickness of phrase and repartee which marked him 
out as a compelling leader. He leaves a widow, son, and daughter. 

‘The funeral was at the Gildersome Cemetery of the Old 
Hebrew Congregation. The Revs. A. S. Super, E. Kahan fof 
Harrogate), J. Apfel, and S. Stern officiated. Representatives of various 
branches of the Leeds Masonic Orders were present, together with 
members of the Loyalty Lodge (of which Mr. Myers was one of the 
founders) and representatives of the civic life of the city.

PROFESSOR O, FISCHEL 
Authority on Raphael 


Professor Oskar Fischel, the authority on Raphael, has died in 
London, aged sixty. _ He had only recently arrived here, a refugee 
from ‘Germany. 

Born in Danzig, Professor Fischel studied at the Universites ijof 
Koenigsberg and Strasbourg, and took his doctorate in the History of 
Art with a dissertation on Raphael's drawings, in 1896. t remained 
the standard work on the subject until it was superseded in 1913 by 
the publication, in parts, of his monumental illustrated “Cc ws” 
of the drawings. Professor Fischel lectured at that time in berlin 
at museums and art schools on the art of the Renaissance, and 


published, among other works, four volumes on “ Modes and Manners — 


of the Nineteenth Century,” which were translated into English. 
From 1914 fill the end of 1935, he was Professor at Berlin University. 
He was reinstated in his post after his dismissal, at the outset of the 
present regime, as a result of the defand of his students and a 
petition from many of the best-known scholars th own field. ©The 
exents of last year, however, made it imperative that he should leave 
Germany, and almost all the influential historians of art and the 
leading museum officials of England combined to make it ‘possible for 
him to come here. They were very largely assisted by the generosity 
of Lady Mond. 


THE LATE RABBI D. I. FREEDMAN

Modest and retiring im the extreme, few are aware of the zeal and 
self-sacrifice with which Rabbi D. I. Freedman ministered to his Australian 
comrades during the war. This won for him their affection which was 
shared by officers and men of every rank, of both the Anzac and the British 
armies. From Egypt in December, 1915, he proceeded to the danger zane 
of Gallipoli, where he remained for ten days, being ordered to Mudros 
on the evacuation in that month of the Dardanelles front. On his return 
to Egypt, he laboured unceasingly among the many Jewish soldiers he 
found there in the camps and hospitals, and six months later he joined 
me in France. 

We were old friends, from our Jews’ College days. With the consent 
of part of by line in the forward area which 
included many non-Australian units, and he co-operated with me and the 
other Jewish Chaplains with the utmost Prac a.

MR. ALFRED BOWMAN 
A Pioreer in Jewish Athletics

The death of Alfred Bowman at the age of seventy-one. which occurred 
recently, has robbed the community of a fine type of athletic Jew. Former 
members of the Jewish Working Men's Club will recall how Bowman was 
chiefly responsible for forming the athletic section at a time when such 
activities were litile practised among the Jewish youth, He was 
the second Jew to win a championship of the Amateur Boxing Association. 
In 1889, he won the heavy-weight. championship and the same year he 
joined the professional ranks and made his. debut in a three-round exhibi- 
tion at the Westminster Aquarium against Peter Slavin. After three 
contests, two of which he won. Bowman turned his attention to coaching. 
He was engaged as instructor 'o the Brigade of Guaids, St. Bartholomew 5 
and University College Hospitals, Belsize Boxing Club, Woolwich Poly- 
technic Stempels Gymnasium, and Sandow’s School of Physical Culture. 
He had also many private pupils. 

In addition to his abilities as a boxer, Bowman was a fine cricketer and 
was for many years captain of the People’s Palace Cricket Club and a leader 
of its Gymnastic Section. As a member of the Cassland Cricket Club, 
he was instrumental in their winning the final of the Victoria Park Cricket 
Association Cip.

The late MARK GERTLER 


Our Art Critic writes: 


It is a very real loss that we have suffered in the tragic death of Mark 
Gertler. For not only was he an artist of high integrity and fine quality but 
he was a man whose virtue, gentleness, and sensitivity endeared him to 
many. He had the gift of making good and loyal friends, and those will 
miss him deeply, feeling that something has gone from their lives which it 
will be impossible to replace. ee a 

While at the Slade, he found great stimulation in the proximity of such 
vital personalities as Augustus John, Stanley Spenser, and Paul Nash. His 
refusal to go to Rome perhaps explains why his work always remained so 
much itself. Naturally, it altered and developed, but it never really came 


under the influence of one particular person or school, though in his student | 


years the introduction by Roger Fry of impressionist painting into this 
country created a disturbance and excitement that was to alter not only his 
outlook but the outlook of every painter in England. 

Gertler was not content to take the superficial or accidental aspect of 
any subject. He delved to find its essential being. He rejected charm. That 
is why his drawings are so particularly satisfying. His still lifes, at which 
perhaps he excelled above every form of painting, glow with a light all their 
own. He always attempted a synthesis of form and colour that gave one 
a feeling of solidity and truth. He was not a virtuoso where paint was 
concerned—he searched and struggled to find the solution to every particular 
problem. Nothing seemed to come easily to him, But his work was 
absolutely personal and could never be confused with that of anyone else. 

He enjoyed the friendship and respect of many eminent men, among them 
D. H. Lawrence, Gaudier Brzeska, Sir Edward Marsh, and a great many 
of his contemporaries... He was of medium height, with a sensitive face, 
very beautiful hands, and an attractive voice. 

Deeply concerned for artists and intellectuals in Fascist countries, the 
loss of Mark Gertler means the loss of one more bulwark against that type 
of reaction that seems to encroach more and more on our everyday lives, 


THE LATE SIR FREDERICK HOBDAY 


Mr. Harris WEINBERG writes: : 


With the passing of Sir Frederick Hobday, Shechita has lost its fore- 
most champion. As an intimate co-worker with him for nearly two decades, 
1 am convinced that there has never been so great an. authority on animal 
welfare who was ‘so convinced of the humaneness of the Jewish method 
of slaughter. Sir Frederick foresaw, before most thinking Jews in this 
country, the vital necessity of making a clear distinction between the 
processes of Shechita proper and the preceding operation of casting. As 
Chairman of the Hobday Committee, appointed to examine the Weinberg 


Casting Pen, he claimed that “now that casting was safeguarded by a 


satisfactory mechanical apparatus, the whole of the Jewish method of 
slaughter was above reproach.” 

Last November, I was invited to his home for the purpose .of discussing 
collaboration with him in the writing of a book on Shechita, which he 
intended as a. permanent record in justification of the Jewish method of 
Slaughter. It is most unfortunate that this wérk will not now be carried 
out. May I suggest. that a fitting tribute to Sir Frederick's memory, 
in the form of a memorial lecture appertaining to Shechita and animal 
welfare, or a relative scholarship, be instituted by Anglo-Jewry, 


JEWISH HIGHER EDUCATION CENTRE 


Next Session’s Lectures 


A meeting of the Advisory Council of the Jewish Higher Education 
Centre was held last week at Woburn House. Mr. L. G. Bowman presided. 
Dr. Nathan Morris, the Education Officer, submitted-a report on the 
present position of the Centre. There was an appreciable improvement in 
numbers, both in the Teachers’ Training Department and in the Secondary 
Classes. The educational position also showed an advance over last year, 
as was revealed by the recent Central examinations. 3 

Alfred Eichholz Studentships of £15 each were awarded to the Misses

recently by the Council to encourage women students. 

The following “Continuous” courses for next session were approved. 
These are intended to afford some assistance to teachers who, under the 
new law for the extension of the school age, will have to deal with 
a larger number of senior pupils: 

Five lectures on Anglo-Jewish history, “From the Resettlement to the 
Present Day,” by Dr. Cecil Roth, on Wednesdays, commencing October 18. 

Five lectures on Mondays, commencing November 20, by Rabbi Dr. L. 
Rabinowitz, on “ Elijah and Amos as central figures in the history of the 
Northern ‘Kingdom.” 

Five lectures on Wednesdays, commencing January 10, 1940, by Dr. Simon 
Rawidowicz, “ From Moses Mendelssohn to Achad Haam " (a popular course on 


* the development of Jewish thought). 


The above lectures are all to be held at Woburn House at 8.30 p.m. 

Five lectures by Dr, Nathan Morris on the syllabus for the J.R.E.B. Central 
Hebrew examination, to be held at the Jewish Higher Education Centre, Buckle 
Street Jews’ Infants’ School, commencing February 13, 1940. 

There will also be a regular course of lectures on Thursdays, conducted by 
Mr. I. Fishman, at Woburn House, mainly intended for teachers in the service of 
the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 

In addition, it is proposed to organise two symposia: one in October on “ The 
Teaching of History,” which is to serve as an introduction to the whole of the 


programme for next session; and one in January, 1940, in Hebrew on “ Methods 
for the Teaching of Hebrew.”

LAWYER SENTENCED TO 
IMPRISONMENT 


Charge of Assisting “Tilegal Immigration ” 
EXPOSURE OF C.LD. 


[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM, June 30}. 


Mr. Max Seligman, of Tel-Aviv, the Swansea-born lawyer, who has 
resided in Palestine for the past eighteen years, and who is President 
of the Palestine Crown Colony and Dominion Association, was 
sentenced this morning in the Jerusalem District Court to six months’ 


_ imprisonment, with special treatment, on three charges of conspiring 


to defeat the Immigration Ordinance by assisting in the landing of 
“illegal immigrants.” Eighteen other charges of attempted bribery 
and corruption of police-officers were dismissed. He was. released 
on bail of £500 pending the appeal, which is to be heard by the 
Court of Appeal (the Chief Justice presiding), on Friday, July 7. 

Upon the conviction being announced, after a five-day trial 
beginning on June 26, by Judge William Clive Curry, who sat with a 
Christian Arab acting judge, Elias Khoury (there are. no Jewish 
judges in the Jerusalem District Court), Mr. Seligman rose and made 
a statement as follows: 

“I stil maintain that [ am innocent and that Gilpin (the 
police-officer who acted as agent provocateur) was lying. This 
Court gave me a fair trial but-I cannot say that the prosecution 
was conducted fairly. The prosecution made it a political trial. 
| was asked if I wanted a Jewish majority in Palestine and 
whether I favoured illegal immigration, questions which were 
calculated to prejudice me in the eyes of the Palestinian non- 
Jewish judge. Even if I had assisted refugees, it is nothing 
of which to be ashamed.” 

The ignominious part played by a certain police-officer in collecting 
in the case was established during his cross-examina- 
tion. Goddard had alleged that that police officer was trying to win 
laurels and get promotion by fastening these allegations upon Seligman 
and Goddard. Certainly the way in which the case was conducted 
reflects no credit upon, and shows up in its true colours, the investi- 
gation department of the Police Force. 

The case was, by special order of the Attorney-General, under 
the Emergency Regulations, transferred from the Tel-Aviv District 
Court (where the accused would have had a Jewish judge) to the 
Jerusalem District Court. After the trial, when bail was being 
arranged, the police authorities requested Mr. Seligman not to return 
to Tel-Aviv for a few days “ because there might be demonstrations.” 
They. rightly anticipated that there would be a popular outburst 
of sympathy with Mr. Seligman (as there had been with ex-Inspector 
Goddard last week) and of protests against the judgment. 


INDISCRIMINATE ARRESTS 


Many Jews Held in Detention Camps 
TRIAL OR REASONS GIVEN 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, June 30] 


Under the Emergency Regulations now in operation in Palestine, 
no trial is necessary to detain a person for any length of period, nor 
need the authorities give any reasons for their administrative action. 
Under present procedure, a police officer may indicate any person— 
and take him off the street, for that matter—whose behaviour he 
regards as “ suspicious,” and that is sufficient for the purposes of the 
“Star Chamber ” administrators. In fact, you may be sent to prison 
not only because you are suspected of possibly harbouring unlawful 
designs, but also on suspicion of intending to harbour such designs. 

The fatuity of this system is revealed by the class of Jewish residents 
who are being arrested and interned indiscriminately in all parts of 
the country. The word “ discriminately ” might perhaps be better, since 
the action of the authorities affects only members of and sympathisers 
with the Revisionist Party. One might almost believe that the Palestine 
Administration is offering a premium to Jews to join or sympathise 
with the Palestine Socialist Party—the premium of immunity from 
arrest. But repression against a particular faction serves only to 
encourage its growth, and it is to be expected ‘that the systematic 
persecution will not achieve the purpose of stamping out the Revistonist 
Party which appears to be stimulating the authorities. 

The tactics of the C.1.D. of the Palestine Police Force transcend 
human understanding. The senior officers have apparently come to 
regard a certain brand of political Zionism as anathema, and anyone 
not subscribing to the opposite poifit of view is liable immediately 
to be treated as a suspect, his telephone tapped, his movements 


shadowed and reported, his mail censored, and records of his ° 


“ seditious ” activities entered into a dossier at headquarters. 

Persons thus victimised are often people in responsible positions 
(a Revisionist member of the Jerusalem Jewish Community Council 
has been sent to detention camp in this way). They are certainly 
not of the mentality of the terrorist elements which have kept Palestine 
dn thrall for the past three years; and their only crime, as crime it 
is under the White Paper now being made law, is that they desire to 


have a large Jewish population in Palestine on the basis of Sarees 
immigration! 


_ TWELVE ARABS KILLED IN ATTACKS 


Morning of Terror Last Weck 


YISHUV LEADERS’ MANIFESTO AGAINST MURDER 
[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM] 


Twelve Arabs were killed, or succumbed to wounds, and six others 
were wounded in the course of six shooting incidents in various parts 
of Tel-Aviv and the surrounding Judean colonies within an hour on 
Thursday morning of last week. 

Two were killed and two were wounded while walking near Rishon- 
le-Zion; an Arab was fatally shot while walking along the Jaffa- 
Tel-Aviv road, and Joseph Zusia Bernstein was wounded in the arm 
by a stray bullet; two were killed and one wounded near Kibbutz 
Rodges, outside Petach-Tikvah, and another killed and one wounded 
in another section of the outskirts of Petach-Tikvah; four were killed 
and one wounded near the Shaarayim Yemenite quarter of Rehovoth; 
and an Arab was shot dead near the Tel-Aviv Zoo. ![n most of the 
cases, the official communiqué described the assailants as “ unknown 
Jews armed with pistols.” 

The authorities immediately announced the suspension. of all inward 
and outward road traffic at Tel-Aviv, Petach-Tikvah, and Rehovoth 
(attecting a community of nearly 200,000 Jews) from noon on Thursday 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon of Friday, June 30, and imposed 
a daylight curfew on Shaarayim. 

The outrages coincided with the publication the same morning 


_ Qhough it had not then appeared in the Press) of a manifesto signed 


by 200 leading members of the Yishuv headlined “ Thou Shalt Not 
Murder,” addressed to the Yishuvy and the youth. The translation 
of the manifesto is as follows: 

A month has elapsed since the publication of the White Paper 
which decrees the stifling of Jewish immigration and colonisation 
in our land, and thrusts upon us the status of a permanent minority 
in our Homeland. The Yishuv ha’ been roused to conduct an 
unyielding struggle against the oppressive ruling of the British 
Government. 

But the intense desire to continue the upbuilding of the country 
despite the edicts has been impaired by terrorist acts. . These blood- 
thirsty outrages,\have already claimed numerous victims. The 
murder of innocent.Arabs accentuates the hostility among our 
neighbour people and drives them to support of the terrorists. 
The murder of an Englishman undermines the whole of our 
political struggle in the eyes of the British people, and endangers 
the sympathy shown by wide sections of the democratic world 
towards our undertaking. 

The murder of Jews by Jews heralds an armed fraternal strife 
which is likely to ruin the Yishuv through its internal destroyers. 

“Thou Shalt Not Murder!"—This commandment from the 
dawn of existence of an ancient people is as potent to-day as then. 
Our national future cannot be built up by emulating the tactics 
of the degenerate elements among other nations. 

We, the undersigned, utter a warning to the Yishuv: Eradicate 
this evil from your midst while it is still incipient. Isolate the 
agitators and the agitated elements. Rally to the staunch Gotence

THE MANDATES COMMISSION 
Opposition To White Paper 
JEWS MUST NOT BE A MINORITY IN PALESTINE 


[From our League C orrespondent—GENEVA] 


At present it appears that the Report of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission on the White Paper proposals will not be published until 
some time in August, just before the next session of the Council of 
the League. It had been suggested that the conclusions of the Com- 
mission be made known in time for the House of Commons to deal 
with them before terminating its summer session. The Zionist 
Organisation, too, would be much gratified if the Report were available 
at the time of the Zionist Congress, which is to meet in Geneva on 
August 16. The Permanent Mandates Commission closed its session, 
after having deliberated at Geneva for exactly three weeks, on Thursday 
in last week. © 

I have heafd from very well informed officials that members of the 
Commission made an outspoken resistance to the White Paper policy 
and the arguments of Mr. Malcolm MacDonald. ‘This opposition has 
found expression in the Report of the Commission to the Council, 
in spite of the great efforts Mr. MacDonald made to soften the 
divergences of opinion between himself and members of the Com- 
mission. After several days’ discussion, the Colonial Secretary wrote 
letters to members of the Commission, explaining again and again the 
considerations for his and the British Government's stand in the affair. 
The principal point of difference can be defined as follows: The 
Commission js firm in its conviction that the whole history of the 
Mandate unmistakably proves that--whatever legal or political inter- 
pretations of the Mandate there may be—one point must be considered 
~ as absolutely fixed, that Jews must not be a mere minority in Palestine. 

I am in a position to say that the Commission Report to the Council 
will by no means gloss over this point. The Commission did not 
accept the argument put forward by the representative of the Manda- 
tory Power that Jews would not, in fact, be a minority, “* because one 
Jew (with his advanced education and familiarity with modern life) 
equals two Arabs, and therefore the Jews are as strong as twice as 
many Arabs in Palestine.” x 3 

Ihe Commission recognised, however, that there was a substantial 
difference between what the Colonial Secretary said in defence of the 
White Paper in the House of Commons and what he said before the 
Commission,-at Geneva. Here, he set foot on the path of constitutional 
guarantees to be given to a Jewish minority, and I believe I am not 
wrong in foreseeing that the findings of the Commission will lead 
Mr. MacDonald farther along this path, and that, therefore, the whole 
constitutional problem of Palestine may be considered as evolving 
favourably. 


It seems clear also that the Commission refuses to approve the plan 


of fixing Jewish immigration for the next five years at a total of 75,000. 
With the reservation that the Report to the Council may not say it so 
distinctly, I can say that the Commission is considering as a minimum 
a numerical equality of the Jewish and Arab populations of Palestine. 


** NIGHT SQUADS ” IN CONFERENCE 
First Birthday of Capt. Wingate’s Jewish Troops 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Some scores of men from various parts of the Emek, including many 
who had taken part in one of the most daring and courageous branches 
of Jewish defence, the Special Night Squads, met in conference at 
Ain Harod recently, at which they celebrated the first anniversary of 
the formation of these units and exchanged experiences. 

The Special Night Squads were formed under’ the direction of Capt. 
Orde C. Wingate, D.S.O., Royal Artillery, then attached on special 


appointment to the General H.Q. Staff at. Jerusalem. Capt. Wingate 


soon won the affection and esteem of the young Jews who volunteered 
for the arduous duties in connection with the patrols which were carried 
out night after night, and himself displayed a remarkable degree of 
bravery in leading them against Arab bands. Their job was to patrol 
the Iraq oil pipe-line in the Emek and the Jordan Valley, and to pounce 
on raiders. They fought hundreds of engagements and conducted 
searches which yielded scores of rifles and thousands of rounds of 
ammunition. 

- Several of the members of the Night Squads, which are a regular 
part of the Jewish Army-Police units (auxiliary formations comprising 
several hundred young Jews who wear Army uniform and are subject 
to Army discipline), have been decorated for their services. The Squads 
were enrolled because of their special knowledge of the country, and 
that knowledge has proved of invaluable assistance to the Army

BACH-BEETHOVEN FESTIVAL CROWNS 
ORCHESTRAL SEASON 


Dr. Scherchen Conducts Bruckner and Schoenberg 
DISTINGUISHED NON-JEW’S INTEREST 


[From a 


Not since the days of Toscanini has the musical interest been ‘so 
vivid among our public as it is at present, and that in spite of 
the general depression about the White Paper, the new wave of 
terrorism sweeping the country, and the rather extended and severe 
period of “ Chamsin™” weather. The chief credit for this lively interest 
is due to Dr. Hermann Scherchen, the conductor, who has come to 
visit Eretz Yisrael for the first fime. Wherever Scherchen has appeared, 
the music-loving public has been stirred by his interesting programmes, 
his pure interpretations, and his educational influenee on the musicians. 
He came to the country known but to a few musicians and critics; 
to-day, he is one of Tel-Aviv’s most popular and most talked of 
personalities. 

The management of the Palestine Orchestra invited him to lead 
the last two concerts of the season; but so great was his success that 
Scherchen prolonged his stay for more than a month, and the season 
had to be extended. The result was a “ Bach-Beethoven”’ festival 
which belongs to the greatest achievements of the orchestra. It ended 
with a powerful presentation of Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony. While 
this—the third—concert and the first programme were entirely devoted 
to Beethoven (the first evening including the “ Eroica” Symphony and 
the G major piano concerto “played by the guest soloist, Stefan 
Ashkenase), the second concert gave us a unique experience: a per- 
formance of Johann Sebastian Bach's “ Art of the Fugue.” This monu- 
mental work, so elaborate and complicated in structure, yet so moving 
and impressive in its human appeal, was given in a new orchestration 
(by Roger Vuataz) for three orchestras consisting of two groups of 
strings and a third body consisting of wind instruments and solo 
string quartet. 


An Old Work Rediscovered 


This work, it will be remembered, had its “ premiére “ in Leipzig 
in 1927 (!) after having been practically unknown for more than 175 


years. It was Hermann Scherchen then who set himself the task to 


make the work known, and he played it all over Europe in Wolfgang 
Graeser’s arrangement. The new orchestration tries to make the fugal 
voices still clearer. Although the Tel-Aviv performance was slightly 
marred by carbide and sulphur fumes from a‘tin placed outside the 
hall, which resulted in a temporary epidemic of coughing, there 
was no panic or. disturbance, and an ovation thanked Dr. Scherchen 
for a memorable experience, 

Bach's concerto for two violins and strings (Bernstein and Gruen- 
schlag, soloists) had preceded the “ Art of the Fugue,” of which only 
the first part (eleven fugues) was given, the section which was revised 
in print by the composer himself. : 

The last two subscription concerts which preceded the festival week 
introduced two works hitherto unplayed in this country. For the 
first concert, Dr. Scherchen had chosen Bruckner’s Fourth Symphony 
(the “ Romantic’). Earlier in the programme, Bach's Second 
Orchestral Suite was played with Erich Toeplitz, S. Englsmann, and 
H. Hutorski as solo flautists, and the first performance was given of 
a rather uninteresting and weak violin concerto (No. 2, “ The 
Prophets “) by Castelnuovo-Tedesco, played by Andreas Weissgerber. 
In Jerusalem, Busoni’s violin concerto was substituted and played by 
Rudolf Bergmann. In the second concert, we heard—apart from 
Mendelssohn’s “Melusine” Overture and Beethoven’s Seventh— 
Arnold Schoenberg's great symphonic poem, “ Pelleas and Melisande.” 
The general rehearsal was open to the public, and in it Scherchen gave 
an illuminating short talk on the work and the composer, thus con- 
siderably helping that section of the public unfamiliar with recent 
tendencies in music.’ The performance, in which the orchestra was 
at its very best, was an overwhelming success in Tel-Aviv and Haifa, 
In Jerusalem, the concert could not take place owing to- the prohibi- 
tion of all public performances following bomb outrages. 

Dr Scherchen also conducted a Bach-Haydn concert for school- 
children, a special orchestral concert with Stefan Ashkenase as soloist 
(Mozart B flat major concerto), and gave a series of interesting lectures 
on musical interpretation. He shows deep interest in the develop- 
ments and achievements of our country. It will be remembered that 
he is not a Jew but left Germany immediately after the advent of the 
Nazi regime, being an ardent opponent of Facism and racism.

HELPING DISPLACED SCHOLARS 


Dinner in Aid of Hebrew University Fund 
PALESTINE THE ONLY REFUGE 


A distinguished gathering; including many eminent scholars. and 
scientists, attended the dinner which was given by the Society for the 
Protection of Science and Learning in support of the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem Displaced Scholars’ Funda at the Dorchester Hotel on 
Thursday of last week. 

Dr. Temple, the Archbishop of York, presided over the dinner, the 
cost of which was defrayed by an anonymous donor. His Grace 
announced at the end of the dinner that £4,000 of the £20,000 required 
had been subscribed. 

Among those present was also the former High Commissioner for 
Palestine, Sir Arthur Wauchope. ) 

Proposing the toast of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, Pro- 
fessor-F. G. Donnan, C.B.E., F.R.S., spoke of the Hebrew University 
as a modern miracle and as a tribute to the undying courage and spirit 
of the Jewish race. The University was a great centre of world Civili- 
sation and it was in every respect a very great University,.a very worthy 
place for any scholar, of whatever race or religion, to go and work, 

_ Professor Donnan spoke of the enormous developments that could 


take place at the University if they had the funds for the purpose. They 


were asking for support for a £20,000 fund to help displaced scholar- 
scientists to co there. The Society for the Protection of Science and 
Learning had helped about 850 displaced scholars and scientists to get 
positions in this country and elsewhere, but it had now reached a 
position of difficulty. 


Reminiscences o Balfour Declaration 


The Rt. Hon. H. A. L. Fisher, O.M. (formerly President of the Board 
of Education), recalled that he was a member of the British Cabinet 
which resolved to establish a national home for the Jews in Palestine. 
“Our discussions were long and anxious,” he said, “ our hopes were 
high. | We believed, and I still believe, that the seeds of a flourishing 
Jewish community may be securely sown in the historic home of the 
Jewish people. I had at that time many conversations with Lord 
Balfour on the subject, and I think that of all the prospects connected 
with the Zionist movement which were then unfolding themselves there 
was none which appealed to him so powerfully as the establishment 
of a Jewish University at Jerusalem. - The experiment had never 
been tried. It deserved to be tried out. incalculable benefits 
might be secured for the human race in the collaboration of a great 
scientific foundation of the most gifted minds of a.very gifted race. 
That was Lord Balfour's view. That is also my hope.” | 

In Oxford, he continued, they had already done a good deal for 
academic refugees. Many distinguished men of science and letters 
from Germany: and from Austria were now working there, and they 
were all sensible of the advantages which these men conferred upon 
their University. It would be a calamity for the world if that 
distinguished body of Jewish learning which had built itself up in 


Central Europe, which had contributed so greatly to the reputation of | 


the Universities of Germany and of the Austrian Empire, were now 
destroyed beyond repair, It was a duty to humanity to preserve, so 


far as it was given to them to do so, the preciotis flame of scientific 


endeavour and inquiry. 
. The Practical Question 


Viscount Samuel, G.C.B., G.B.E., in replying to the toast, said 
when the foundation-stones of the University were laid on Mount 
Scopus and the war was still raging and when in 1925 Lord Balfour 
went out to Jerusalem for the formal inauguration, they had high hopes 
for the future of the University. But few of them could have antici- 
pated that within the few years that had since elapsed the academic staff 
would have reached a total of over a hundred and the number of students 
nearly 800, drawn from Palestine itself and from many countries 
of Europe, and they could hardly have ventured to hope that they would 
be able to meet an expenditure of £100,000 a year—the amount of the 
present budget. The rapid expansion of the University continued. | 

They could not have foreseen in those days that the University 
would be so deeply affected by the new paganism rising in Europe. 
Nor could they foresee that the claims of humanity would be trampled 
under foot. “ The cruel persecution of any section of the human race,” 
said Lord Samuel, “ puts a stain on the age in which we live and is a 
crime against the whole world. It evokes a reaction from men of 
wide sympathies who care for the spirit of kindness and justice in 
human relations.” 

The practical question was one of finance. The Council for German 
Jewry had made several grants to the funds of the University. 
But the claims upon :t in other directions far exceeded the possibilities 
of fulfilment. The Society for the Protection of Science and Learning 
was very willing to make grants. But it must first collect them.” The 
effort that they were making that night was specially devoted to the 
assistance of the victims of persecution. But it would also help 
to build up what was clearly destined to be the greatest seat of 
learning in the Middle East. 

Lord Samuel announced that Sir Montague Burton had promised 
£500 for the Fund; Lady Fitzgerald another £200; All Souls College, 


Oxford, had voted them £100, which, together with smaller 


subscriptions, brought the preliminary result up to £1,000. 

The Hon. Justice Felix Frankfurter also replied to the toast. 

After Mr. Humbert Wolfe, C.B., had read a poem written by him for 
the occasion, the Marquess of Reading, K.C., proposed the toast of 
the Society. | 


The Society, he said, worked upon a principle not of charity, but 
of humanity, and it had built up a clearing-house of brains to be distri- 
buted throughout the countries of the world for the benefit of mankind 


- at large. 


In his reply, the Archbishop of York said they were now giving 
consideration to a group of refugees who fell between their own 
special category and that of the admirable enterprise Known as Inter- 
national Student Service: this group consisted of young men whose 
student period was ended often with distinction but who were barred 
by race, religion, or political attitude from entry to an academic career. _ 
Such cases called for all their sympathy. They were also occupied 
with the question of developing co-operation between all countries 
interested in the problem of the refugee scholar. This was the more 
necessary because there was a danger that pressure from Germany 
might lead to the renewed exile of scholars who had become estab- 
lished in various centres.

Views of English Resident of Palestine 
**NO SOLUTION OF THE TERRIBLE PROBLEMS” 


That the White Paper was not the real solution of the Palestine 
problem was the view expressed by Mr. A. R. Messam, of the British 
Sailors’ Society, Haifa, at a meeting which was heid at the Royal 
Empire Society, Northumberland Avenue, W.C.2, recently. Mr. 
Archer Cust, a former member for fifteen years of the Palestine 
Administration, presided in the absence of Sir Charles Tegart. 

Mr. Messam’s lecture was on “ Palestine and its Problems,” which 
he illustrated by an interesting series of lantern slides. He first 
compared the present state of the country with the ruinous conditions 
which prevailed immediately after the War, and said that an immense 
amount of work and progress had been achieved. 


“No one who has lived in Palestine,” said Mr. Messam, “can. 


profess to be satisfied with the Wh.te Paper. It is not nearl? conclusive 
enough. It is nota solution of the terrible problems that exist.” No 


one living in Palestine could see co-operation between Jews and Arabs . 


coming about, atleast not at the moment. 


He described the Arabs as a very kindly, hospitable, and excellent 
people who, however, were opposed to progress. It was only in recent 
years that the madness of violence had sgized them. Of the Jews, he 
said thit he had met in Palestine some of the very best Jewish people 
whom it was possible to meet.

Speech to Women Zionists 


Mrs. David Fredman, the President, presided at the annua! meeting 
of the North-West London Women’s Zionist Society, held on Thursday 
afternoon in last week at 31, Ranulf Road, by courtesy of Mrs. S. I. 
Levy. Mrs. Fredman, presenting the annual report, said that £637 had 
been made by the Five Shilling Ball.

Sieff and J. Bloch, Past-Presidents ; E. Warshaw and Miss Mathilde Marks.

Mrs. David Eder gave an ac dress in the course of which she said 
that in surveying the political situation after the White Paper they 
must face the fact that by it the Mandate and the Balfour Declaration 
had been swept aside. She would like to emphasise the tact that even 
although they as Zionists must resist the new policy of the Government, 
they did not do so because they were animated with any kind of anti- 
British sentiments. Quite the contrary. Historically the Jewish future 
was bound up with the future of Great Britain and the British Empire, 
and their criticism of the Government's policy was exactly of the same 
mature as that of His Majesty’s Opposilion and of all those British men 
and women who disapproved of the policy of appeasement to terrorism 
which had unfortunately until now characterised British forzigh policy. 
They protested as Englishmen and Englishwomen against that policy 
just as vehemently as they disapproved as Jews in Palestine of its 
unfortunate effects. Palestine was not and could not be an Arab 
country. After deploring any acts of Jewish terrorism, Mrs. Eder said 
that the Jewish way in Palestine was different from that conducted by 
the Arab terrorist. They intended to continue their constructive efforts. 
The danger to Palestine to-day did not lie in the events that might or 
might not occur there. It lay in the weakening of the morale in the 
diaspora, by means of which the efforts that had been made for the 


rebuilding of the Jewish -National Home might be slackened or 
weakened.

PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND 


Col. F. D. Newcombe Resigns from 
Treasurership 


“We must strive to build up our membership and form a reserve 
fund so that we may be able to take the field effectively as soon as 
conditions in Palestine allow of this being done.” 

The speaker was Sir Charles Arden-Close, who, as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Palestine Exploration Fund, was moving 
the adoption of the annual report and accounts at the seventy-fourth 
annual meeting of the Fund, which was held recently at'2, Hinde 
Street, W. The Bishop of Portsmouth, the Right Rev. Frank 
Partridge, D.D., presided. 

Sir Charles recalled that at the annual meeting last year Sir Robert 
Mond, who seconded the adoption of the report and accounts, remarked 
that the best memorial to Mr. J. L. Starkey would be a steady continua- 
tion of archzological work in Palestine. Now, alas, they had to 
deplore the death of Sir Robert himself, whose interest in archeology 
and generous support of the costly work of excavation at Jericho, 
Lachish, and elsewhere were very well known to all of them. His 
death was a serious loss to Palestinian archzology. They had also, 
unfastunately, to record the death in October of that distinguished 
scholar, Professor A. R. S. Kennedy, who had been for.ten years 
their local Secretary in Edinburgh. 

The important event during the year 1938, said Sir Charles, was the 
publication of one of the volumes describing the joint excavations 
at Samaria. This volume dealt with the early ivories from Samaria 
and was written by Mr. J. W. Crowfoot and Mrs. Crowfoot. Their 
Treasurer, Colonel Newcombe, he said, had informed the Executive 
Committee that pressure of other work hdd. prevented his continuing 
to act in that capacity for the Fund. The Committee much regretted 
his decision and thanked him for his services. — 7 

On the motion of Sir Charles, Mr. A. M. Hyamson was elected 
Treasurer. 

The Bishop of Portsmouth said he was profoundly impressed by 
the nature of the excavation work that was being done when he visited 
Palestine, and he earnestly commended the work of the Fund to their 
support.

ECONOMIC EXHAUSTION OF JEWRY 


In your issue of June 23, “* Watchman ” discusses the economic prob- 
lem of the present situation with its repercussions on the Anglo-Jewish 
Community. He pointed out that owing to the demands of refugee 
funds, local institutions must suffer. I believe that a far greater danger 
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for local institutions and also for international relief work would 
arise from a change in the economic welfare of the Community. As 
far back as 1929 I urged the creation of a Jewish League for Economic 
Promotion and Protection. I suggested that if there are 50,000 self- 
supporting Jews in this country, and only half of them subscribe a 
guinea a year, such a league could help to solve quite a number of 
important economic problems by various practical ways. In the mean- 
time, the trouble on the Continent has ruined many European Jewries, 
except the comparatively smaller Western Jewries. All that has been 
possible has been charity helping case by case; no systematic programme 
has been evolved. If the problem is not faced, not only the loca! 
institutions everywhere but also the international Jewish institutions

LIVERPOOL CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE 


Our Congregation, which has always enjoyed a high reputation as a 


centre of spiritual life in Liverpool, decided to appoint a Minister as 
and when it thought fit to do so. It is surprising how anyone can 
make such an absurd statement as that our Congregation is ~ dis- 
integrating to vanishing point,” a statement which has no foundation 
in fact. Instead of being on the downward grade we are on the 
upward. The closing down of a Synagogue in our neighbourhood 
is resulting in addition to our own membership. The Congregation is 
owner of its large premises and the dwelling houses attached to it, 
without owing a single penny by way of mortgage. We have an 


_excess of income over expenditure, and are thus able progressively 


to reduce the overdraft at the bank without any charge on the property 
of the Congregation. The members of the Central Synagogue will not 
consent to its affairs being in any way controlled by a Representative 
Council which includes persons who profess Liberal Judaism. Such 
a Council may “check” as much as it likes; it will leave the Central 
Synagogue quite unconcerned.—Mr. L. ALBERT (President, Central 
Synagogue), Islington, Liverpool.

Plugge, Sir Arthur Salter, Mr. Geoffrey Mander, the Hon. Harold 
Nicolson, Admiral Taylor, Mr. Grenfell, and Major Owen. 

On behalf of the deputation, Sir Frank Sanderson urged the 
importance of the Negev both as a possible place of settlement for 
Jewish refugees and as an area of great commercial and strategical 
Pointing out that the Negev, excluding the inhabited 
part of the sub-district of Beersheba, contained only some 5,0C0 Beduin 
Arabs and that it encroached in no way on alien territory, Sir Frank 
put forward three suggestions : | 

(1) That the Negev should be treated as a separate area. 


(2)_ That steps should be taken at once to implement its settlement 
with Jewish refugees. 


(3) That works of Imperial and strategical importance, including 
the construction of a harbour at Rafa, a port at Akaba on the Red 
Sea, and the connection of these two points by road and rail, should 
be started forthwith, Jewish refugees being used as a labour supply. 

Replying to the deputation, Mr. MacDonald said he was entirely 
favourable in principle to the investigation of the possibilities of 
development-and settlement which the Negev might contain, 
opinion was divided on the question of the degree of development 
which it had attained in the past and as to the size of its population 
in ancient times. The Government of Palestine had been anxious to 
explore the possibilities, and he referred to the water-boring experi- 
ments which had recently been carried out by the Government after 
careful geological survey, saying that the nineteen bore-holes had 
yielded almost wholly negative results. He appreciated that there were 
possibilities of conserving rain water which should be further investi- 
gated, and promised that consideration of the matter would be 
pursued with the High Commissioner. 

Our Lobby Correspondent writes : 

“ The interview lasted about an hour and a half. When I talked 
with Sir Frank Sanderson later at the House, he said that. taking all 
the circumstances into account they had every reason to be satisfied 
with their reception, and with the attitude of Mr. MacDonald. Sir 
Frank recalled the growth of interest in the subject since he wrote an 
article for several newspapers on * Palestine’s empty half.’ After this, 
an all-party meeting of more than 100 M.P.s at the House, over which 
he presided, was addressed by Mr. Th. L. Zissu. This meeting led to 
the formation of the Committee, representative of all shades of political 
opinion, which took part in the deputation to the Colonial Secretary.

ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION : BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT'S ACTION 


Mr. Tom Wittiams (Lab., Don Valley) asked what efforts had been 
made by representatives of H.M. Government to induce the Govern- 
ments of a number of European countries to refuse transit visas to all 
Jewish applicants from Germany and Czecho-Slovakia with a view to 
checking illegal immigration into Palestine; and as that caused extreme 
hardship to refugees seeking to escape from persecution, whether he 
would undertake to make no more such representations. 

Mr. R. A. Butcer (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) replied that 
no efforts had been made by representatives of H.M. Government to 


‘induce the Governments of any European countries to refuse transit 


visas in respect of Jewish applicants in general. But there had been 
attempts by Jews from various countries, including Germany and 
Czecho-Slovakia, to enter Palestine illegally. In these cases, H.M. 
Government had been in contact with a number of European Govern- 
ments to secure. their co-operation to preven, tits iiiegal traffic.

Mr. JAMES MAXTON (I.L.P., Bridgeton) asked the Colonial Secretary 


‘whether he had considered the statement issued by the Arab Centre 


in London and sent to him detailing nineteen cases of brutality against 
Arabs by the authorities in Palestine and giving the names of those who 
had suffered; and whether he proposed to take any action to deal with 
this matter. 

Mr. MacDonald replied: “I have received a copy of the statement 
in question, and have referred it to the High Commissioner for Palestine 
for a report on the details. I should, however, say at once that I regard 
this document as a piece of propaganda which contains a mass of 
falsehoods.” Later he repeated: “I have not any hesitation in saying

Christian clerics are involved, this House recognises that the silence 
' Of the press about this case indicates the nature of the organisation 
which exercises a foripidable influence over our publicity services. 
This has taken its place among “ Notices of Motions for which no 
days have been fixed.” The ostensible object of placing a Notice 
of Motion on the paper is that it should be debated. Early in the 
Session members have an opportunity to ballot, and if lucky in 
securing a place their motion is duly debated on a Wednesday, two 
motions by private members dividing the whole day's sitiing. Such 
opportunities lapse at Easter, however, and any motion at the present 
Stage of the Session could only be debated if the Government granted 
time for the purpose.

His motion is incorrect in: describing the Paris prisoner as Rabbi, 
a title to which he has no claim. — It is also untrue that the case was 
“not reported in any of our national newspapers.” The Datry 
TELEGRAPH, for one, contained a paragraph about ‘it. These facts 
knock the bottom out of his mption. But when a member is obsessed 
with a suspicion such as thar’ which Captain Ramsay eniertains about 
the British Press there is Wo arguing with him. Newspapers have 
not even thought it worth while to give space to his motion. And 
if anyone should be tempted to take seriously his implication that 
the press is controlled by the Jews, he has only to read Lord Camrose’s 
“London Newspapers: Their Owners and Controllers.” In this 
booklet Lord Camrose states the incontrovertible facts of the diverse 
ownership of the British press and concludes: “I have been induced 
to give this lengthy review of the ownership of London papers largely 
by the great ignorance which exists in the public mind on the subject, 
and also by the frequent allegations of anti-Semites that many of the 
London newspapers are in the hands of Jewish interests. The details 
I have given, which are easily verifiable, effectively dispose of the 
latter point.”

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FUNDAMENTALS OF COLONISATION 


Land, Living, and Labour 
- PROFESSOR BONN DISCUSSES PROBLEMS 


Difficulties that face those concerned with colonisation were outlined 
by the noted German-Jewish economist, Professor Moritz Bonn, now 
of London University, recently. He was speaking on “ Fundamentals 
of Colonisation ” at a meeting organised by the Freeland League and 
held at the Conway Hall, Red Lion Square, London, W.C. | 

Professor Bonn began by pointing out that there had deen many 
experiments in colonisation during the last 300 years, and that in 
considering to-day’s practical problems they could therefore draw on 
the experience of the past. There were only three fundamenfal prob- 
lems involved, he said, First, there must be land which was biologi- 
cally favourable for settlement; secondly, settlers must be able to 
make a living there, and fiot only to live; thirdly, the relationship to 
people who already lived in the areas to be settled had to be considered. 

The. first problem was, he thought, probably overrated to-day. 
Under modern conditions, many areas could be made suitable for an 
alien race to lead a physically healthy life. But that also depended on 
the general economic and social conditions. It was not known whether 
any people of European stock could live and work properly in, tropical 
countries and rear offspring capable of having the same qualities as 
the parents, or whether there would be physical, moral, or intellectual 
degeneration. Even if there was degeneration, it was not proven that 
it was due to climatic conditions. It might be due to social conditions. 

In South Africa, continued Professor Bonn, even the white labouring 
class had undergone a great change for the worse. This was probably 
not due to the climate but to the presence of native peoples, who did 
the hard work. and to the absence of healthy white competition. On 
the Queensland, Australia, sugar pkantations, white labour had been 
employed, and the Kanaka labour had been ousted. One result was 
that the sugar grown ‘there was more expensive. Physically, white 

ople could be adequately protected by means of modern scientific 
Vasuhedan biit a settlement begun with all the necessary precautionary 
methods would be very expensive. It was in many ways a financial 
problem. Many highlands were considered healthy, said Professor 
Bonn, but it Was not yet known whether conditions there had an 
influence on physical stamina. In the Rand, for instance, there was 
much irritability among the Whites, but the way in which they lived 
might be responsible for it. 


Difficulties for German Jews 


The question of how to make a living was far more difficult. That 
essential meant that they must omit large areas from their considera- 
tion. Some areas could be made fertile enough for large numbers to 
earn a living, but the process was very expensive, “ Making a living” 
also depended on the standard of living. The German Jews would find 
it very difficult to become settlers, but not the East European Jews, 
“whose standard of living was lower. Also important was the question 
of whether people could stand the strain of a hard, open-air life. 

There were still many large areas where, with the right organisation, 
people could be settled, he continued, but there was to-day a glut of 
all raw materials and.food supplies. There was not, for instance, the 
slightest need whatsoever for growing more rubber, wheat, or coffee 
under present conditions. There was no chance of getting these 
cammodities on to the market if they were more expensive than ythe 
existing qualities. There was, theretore, no chance of any country 


giving any support to such schemes. “ That,” said Professor Bonn, 


“4s the heart of the problem.” 

There was, however, one element of hope. Nearly all the great 
populations were beginning to decline in numbers. That was ideal 
for immigration. But whilst this process continued, the demand pro- 
duced by the millions of people ‘who during the first years of their lives 
were consumers and not producers would decrease. 


Could that be avoided by building self-supporting settlements. asked . 


the Professor. It was impossible to transfer people from Edrope 
without investing much money. With their own capital, they could live 
on the land, but not with borrowed money. Notwithstanding the anti- 
Semitism in many parts of the world, Jewish farmers with capital 
would have very little difficulty in settling. Bankers would only 
provide capital, however, if there was a guarantee that their products 
could be sold, and guarantees could not be given. 

It was not true, he went on, that there were parts of the world which 
were vacant. There were.areas in the Americas where pioneer farming 
was still possible. But most of the places about which they talked were 
lands with a native population, and where there was that population 
mass immigration was impossible. Under such circumstances, the 
white man became an “ aristocrat” and did not work himself. “If 
you allow the settler to use native labour,” concluded Professor Bonn, 
“there will be no chance of mass immigration.” 


THREE VIEWS OF “ RACTALISM ” 
‘** Pure Types Have Never Existed ” 


“Racialism” from three different aspects was discussed at a 
symposium organised by the Anglo-Palestinian Club recently at the 
Club premises, Great Windmill Street, W. Dr. Arnold Sorsby spoke 
on Anthropological Aspects; Mr. M. J. Landa on Political Aspects: and 
Professor H. Levy on Economic Aspects. Mr. S. S. Silverman, M-P., 
presided. 

Dr. Sorsby said that to the modern anthropologist the conception of 
human races was meaningless. There was only one human race, with a 
number of sub-divisions having no biologically distinct existence. It was 
clearly established.’ he said, that the existing groups were variants of the 
same original type and not descendants of different hominoid ancestors. 
In the differentiation of sub-types, isolation was the essential biological 
condition. Man was unique amongst animals in that isolation had never 
ss nm complete. It had thus come about that environmental conditions 
meeting as a selective agency for the differentiation of sub-types had always 
meen countered by the opposite tendency of inter-crossing, producing a 


greater uniformity. For this reason, pure ypes had never existed. The 


great diversity of human types was to be explained not as fixed entities but 
as the result of the endless combination and resegregation of genc\ic 


‘factors. 


The failure to appreciate the underlying mechanism of heredity, sai 
Dr. Sorsby, was responsible for the futile attempts of the last century to 
establish fixed human types. In the nature of things, fixity was-mot reality. 

Mr. Landa was of the opinion that “ race” and “ politics” were two of 
the most misused words. Whenever “race” was confused with nationalism. 
it immediately became a political issue, he said. Their whole life wa; 
dominated by politics. They all—Jews in particular—were confronted with 
the phenomenon that on the one hand the world was demanding more from 

olitics, and, on the other, was defying and challenging that power. 

eferring to Nazism, Mr. Landa compared it with Greek Paganism. 
Political paganism of the Greeks, he said, compelled the common peop!c 
to perform religious ceremonies and duties to keep them disciplined and in 
subjection to the civil powers. It regarded the alien as a barbarian, just as 
in Germany and Italy to-day. Politics had always been prostituted when 
the Jews were being dealt with. a 

Professor Levy said that anti-Semitism came periodically and reachec 
a climax periodically. The Jews being distributed internationally represented 
an historical barometer, and the appearance of anti-Semitism throughout 
Jewish history corresponded with economic crises. Intensification of these 
crises meant intensification of anti-Semitism. 

An interesting discussion followed. 


State and Society”

THE JEWS OF JAMAICA 
Lecture to Jewish Historical Society 


“The Jews of Jamaica ™ was the title of a paper read by the Rev. 
Henry P. Silverman (of Kingston, Jamaica) at a meeting of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England at the Gustave Tuck Theatre, University 
College, on Monday evening of last, week. | 

It was the last general meeting of the session, the Paper being preceded 
by the unanimous re-election of Mr. Philip Guedalla as President for the 
coming session, on the motion of Dr. Cecil Roth (who presided), seconded 
by the Rev, S. Levy. - 

Dr. Roth said that since the last meeting of the Society, members should 
have received the last Lucien Wolf Lecture, which was given by the Bisho 


p 
of Chichester, and which had been printed, f 


published, and distrituted through the 
generosity of Mr. Gustave Tuck. Members 
would also receive shortly a volume of essays 
on “Jews of Medieval England,” by the Rev. 
Michael Adler, and the Society would distri- 
bute a little later Mr. Albert M. Hyamson’s 
“The Archives of the Jews of the Jerusalem 
Consulate.” 

The Chairman also announced that the 
Society had made arrangemerils to have a stall 
at the Book Exhibition next November. 

Jewish people, said Mr. Silverman, came to 
Jamaica soon after they were driven out from 
Spain in 1492. It was a matter of dispute 
amongst scholars as to whether Christopher 
Columbus was of Jewish descent. . But there 
was no doubt that Columbus on his second 
expedition to the New World was aided by 
Jews in his discovery of Jamaica, in 1494, for 
many of their people, being compelled to flee 
from Spain in 1492, left behind their personal 
property, which was confiscated by the State and utilised for his expedition. 

The lecturer described the various additions to the Community over the 
next 150 years, mainly Marrano refugees from Spanish persecutions. 

On May 16, 1655, the British, with thirty-eight ships, landed at Passage 
Fort in Kingston Harbour and marched towards Spanish Town. The next 
day, the Spaniards capitulated. Three facts of interest might here be 
mentioned: first, the principal pilot whom Admiral Penn and General 
Venables relied upon in ‘their attack on Jamaica was a Jew—Captain 
Campoe Sabbatha. Secondly, another Jew, one Acosta, superintended the 
commissary of the English troops and was.allotted the delicate task of 
completing the negotiations with the Spaniards for their surrender. Thirdly, 
Simon de Caceres was adviser to Cromwell in his West Indian policy, and 
was instrumental in planning the addition of Jamaica to the growing 
British Empire. Born in Amsterdam, he had business connections with 
the West Indies (one found his signature on the petition presented by 
Menasseh ben Israel for the readmission of the Jews into England). Oliver 
Cromwell was favourably disposed towards the wanderers and encouraged 
them to emigrate to Jamaica, as he considered their presence of distinct 
value to the progress of his colonial policy. 

With the arrival of the British, and the new tolerance which followed 
in their train, the Marranos were able to practise their religion openly. 

Mr. Silverman referred to the Hunt’s Bay Jewish Cemetery, the oldest of 


Mr. H. P. 


any denomination in Jamaica—which was situated about three miles out of 


Kingston. The cemetery had many richly-sculptured monuments, some 
bearing triple inscriptions in Hebrew, English, and Portuguese, but it was 
neglected for over a century and had been allowed to fall into ruin. He 
first heard of it in 1936 through Mr. L. J. Bertram: one-time Auditor 
General of Kingston. Through the work early in 1937 of a Committee 


consisting of Messrs. N. N. Ashenheim, Vernon Henriques, Horace Myers, 


and himself, funds were raised to fence the cemetery and repair the 200 
odd tombs. Men of every denomination contributed liberally to this 
Restoration Fund. The earliest graves bore the date of 1672. 

The lecturer spoke of the present-day efforts to unite the different Syna- 
gogues. This had been accomplished in 1919, so that for the last twenty 
years they had one Synagogue in Kingston—the United Congregation of 
Israelites. Jews in Jamaica to-day were most prominent in the civic life of 


‘the tsland. 


Replying to questions, Mr. Silverman said they had just completed the 
erection of the Jewish Institute in Jamaica, where they aimed to house 
3,000 books, the object of the Institute being to conduct classes for the 
young and to have a school of religious studies for the adults. The Jewish. 
population of Jamaica was rougk!y 1,800, of whom most were in Kingston.

JEW-LAW WILL HIT CZECHS 
“ Aryanisation” Sleight-of-Hand 
CABINET MINISTERS’ PROTEST 


The Czech Press is alarmed at the consequences of the new decree 
for the “Aryanisation ” of Jewish property in the Protectorate. The 
fear is expressed that not only Jewish but also Czech businesses may 
be taken over by Germans as a result of the law, since any eoncern 
which has one Jewish director is regarded as Jewish, in spite of 
the fact that the other directors may be all Czechs. 

Dr. Viaschek, a high official,in the Political Department of the 
Protector’s Office, has already admitted in the Never Tac that Jewish 
wealth is to be, taken over by the Germans and not by the Czechs. 

It is stated in Prague that the Czech Government was not informed 
by the Protector’s Office of the text of the decree. Several Ministers 
are said to have protested against it as being incompatible with Hitler's 
assurances that the Protectorate would enjoy complete autonomy. 

Baron von Neuwrath, the Protector, is said to have demanded the 
dissidents’ resignation and their substitution by new Ministers who 
“ understood the spirit of National Socialism.” 

Von Neurath is believed to have supported the appointment of a 
new Cabinet headed by the notorious Czech anti-Semite, Jan. Rys, 
head of the Fascist group “ Vlajka,” which was responsible for recent 
Synagogue burnings. The “ Vlajka ” was banned for some time by the 
police in Moravska-Ostrava, but the ban was lifted at the request of 
the Nazi authorities. 7 

A newcomer to the Cabinet this week is General Jezek, who has 
been appointed Minister of the Interior. He has the reputation of 
being in favour of co-operating with’ the Nazis, and both- they and 
the Czech Fascists are said to welcome his appointment. 

Meanwhile, the Executive of the National Assembly, which consists 
of 98 per cent. of Czech representatives and acts as a form of Czech 
Parliament, has decided to send a delegation to the Premier, General 
Elias, to demand assyrances that the decree will not entail the 
“Aryanisation of Czech businesses. 

The Nazis are now preparing for further attacks on the Jews, as 
is clear from the continued agitation of those Czech traitors who 
support them. Jan Rys has now submitted a memorandum to President 
Hacha demanding the introduction of the Nuremberg laws in the 
Protectorate and the adoption of the policy of racial anti-Semitism 
by the Czech Government. 

A Prague correspondent writes: 

Now that the first legal step has been taken to restrict Jewish activity, 
a second step—restriction of Jews in the professions—is now awaited. 
It is announced that persons possessing property of over 200,000 Czech 
crowns are not to be given official confirmation of their payment of 
taxes for the ‘purpose of Obtaining passports for emigration. This is 
taken to indicate that a special tax is to be levied on such Jews, and 
that only after payment will they be allowed-to leave the country. 


POGROMS IN MORAVSKA-OSTRAVA AND BRNO 


The Jewish population of Morayska-Ostrava and Brno are said to 
be living in constant terror owing to the almost daily anti-Semitic 
excesses in the two towns. Jewish passers-by are attacked and beaten 
in the streets, the anti-Semites apparently regarding this as a new 
* sport.” On Wednesday of last week, the Jewish Home for Appren- 
tices in Moravska-Ostrava was set on fire and burnt down ‘to the 
ground, the firemen making no attempt to save it. | 

In Jihlava, near Brno, Czech Fascists attacked Jews and smashed 
the windows of Jewish shops. ‘When the hooligans also smashed the 
windows of a German shop by mistake the police intervened and 
arrested several of them. | 
. The Gestapo has renewed its raids on Jews in a number of provin- 
cial towns, including Brno, Olomouc, Pisen, Nachod, and Prossnitz, 
and scores of prominent Jews have been arrested. Among them is Dr. 
Leon Selmanowitz, former General Secretary of the Jewish Party. 


INQUISITION DAYS RECALLED 
Jews Meet for Secret Prayer 


Scenes reminiscent of the days of the Spanish Inquisition are being 
enacted in Prague almost daily, but particularly on Friday evenings 
and on Saturdays, says the Jewish Telecraphic Agency, when hundreds 
of Jews, fearing to visit the Synagogues in face of the constant threats 
of arson and bombing, congregate in cellars, where they conduct secret 
services. The Jews arrive singly, or in twos, so as not to arouse 
undue attention. This precaution is necessary owing to the arrest 
a Jewish congregation in a private house in Moravska-Ostrava recefitly, 
on the ground that it was an “illegal assembly.” The secret services 


in the cellars are held amid constant alarms, the watchful congregations — 


saying their prayers in hushed voices and departing stealthily. 

In spite of the obvious risks of arrest and indefinite imprisonment, 
the congregations do not lack worshippers. On the contrary, a strong 
religious revival is noticeable, especially among young Jews, as a result 
of the Nazi persecutions. 

Following the receipt of anonymous “ warnings,” the Alt-Neu Syna- 
gogue in Prague was shut last Friday for fear of a bombing attack. 
A similar warning led the Jewish inhabitants near the Weinbergen 
Synagogue to organise special night watches to raise the alarm against 
incendiaries. 

The Synagogue in the town of Dobruska, near KGniggratz, has been 
confiscated and “Aryanised.” The Municipality of Prossnitz has taken 
possession of the local Synagogue, and the building is at present 
closed. It now seems the rule throughout the province of Moravia 
for the municipalities to take over all the Synagogues that have not 
been burnt down by the Nazis. 


JEWISH SCAPEGOATS IN SLOVAKIA 
Government Alarmed at Growing Anti-Nazism 


The discovery by the police in Eastern Slovakia of an organisation 
working against the pro-Nazi regime, distributing a secretly-printed 
newspaper, has led to the detention of the heads of the Jewish Com- 
munities of Presov, Michalowce, Himene, and Revice. They are now 
held in a concentration camp as “hostages” for the good conduct 
of the Jews. Although the Jews have no connections with the anti- 
Nazi organisation, M. Sano Mach, the Jew-baiting Minister of Propa- 
ganda and the head of the Hlinka Guards, blames Jews and Czechs 
for its creation, and speaks of “ eradicating thgJewish-Czech plague.” 

According to THE Times, anti-German feefing is steadily rising in 


_ Siovakia, and M. Mach and M. Durcansky, the Foreign Minister, are 


now regarded as traitors to the Slav race. Anti-Nazi demonstrations 
are common in all parts of the country, it says, and strong anti-Nazi 
sentiment. exists even among the German minority. 

The attitude of the Slovakian public towards the Jews has completely 
changed, writes a correspondent. Jewish shops do, indeed, still bear 
special inscriptions in order that non-Jews may be enabled to boycott 
them, but the state of mind which formerly prevailed is vanishing. 
Instead, anti-German feeling is growing. In Zilina, Hlinka Guards 
refused to be incited by Nazis against the Jews, and turned instead 
on the Nazis. In Bratislava, the position is tense. The Nazi leader, 
Karmasin, has been frenziedly attempting to whip up anti-Jewish 
feeling once again. 


NAZIS DEPORT MORE POLISH JEWS 
Hunted Like Wild Beasts 


Last week, fresh batches of denaturalised Polish Jews were hounded 
by the Nazis across the German frontier. One group, which included 
a number of small children, was dumped in. no-man's-land near 
Zbonszyn, and some of the victims were three times driven back 
by Polish frontier guards. One eighty-year-old deportee is said to 
have died. Other Jews entered near Rybnik, in Polish Upper Silesia. 

A Warsaw report states that in one instance dogs were let loose 
by frontier guards in order to drive off the desperate outcasts, some 
of whom have been wandering alone in fields and forests for days. 

Over the week-end, it was reported that a new group of Jews 
had been deported to Zbonszyn. They came from Cologne, the Saar 
district, and other provinces near the French border. A few of 
them, whose Polish documents were in order, were allowed to enter. 

The Jewish Deputies in the Sejm have appealed to the Polish Foreign 
Office to help the deportees; and a resolution condemning the treatment 
of the deportees in Zbonszyn and elsewhere {there are still 3,250 Jews 
at the Zbonszyn camp living under deplorable conditions) was passed 
last week by the thirty-first annual convention of the Federation of 
Polish Jews in America, held at Bradley Beach, New Jersey. The 


convention also pledged its support to.Poland in her struggle against 


Nazi aggression, and approved a reorganisation plan for the Federa- 
tions $1,000,000 campaign for Polish Jewish relief work. 


CAMPAIGN TO DESTROY PRAYER-BOOKS 


The NATIONAL ZEITUNG, the organ of Field-Marshal Goring, has 
initiated a campaign for the destruction of all Jewish religious books in 
the Third Reich. The newspaper takes the line that as nearly all the 
synagogues in Germany have been t urnt already it is high time that 
the Jewish prayer-books and other religious books should also be 
‘burnt, so that’all traces of the Jewish religion can be eradicated. 


Alfred Rosenberg, the Chief Editor of the VorLKISCHER BEOBACHTER, © 


has addressed a number of Nazi meetings in Austria, asserting that so 
long as a single Jew remains in Europe, peace among the nations is 
impossible. 

The STUERMER declares that President Roosevelt's family tree is 
Jewish. It alleges that his ancestor, Nikolaus Roosevelt, at the 
beginn ng of the eighteenth century married a Jewess named Solomons. 
His father also married a woman of Jewish extraction, Sara Delano. 
The STUERMER adds: “ This solves the ridd'e. Blood ts attracted by 
blood. The United States President has sold himself to the Jews 
because he is racially related to them, because Jewish blood runs in 
his veins. This also solves the riddle of Roosevelt's politics. . The 
Jewish wire-pullers of his policy are well known, ‘He does not fight 
for the interests of the Americans but for the interests of the Jews. 
He is not the representative of Americanism but of world Jewry. The 
Jews of the entire world, beginning with the Bolshevist agents and the 
Jewish pedlars down to the Freemasons and the financial kings, look 
upon him to help them reach their goal of world domination and 
world desiruction.”. 


SURE SIGN OF MADNESS 


Jew Who Said ** Heil Hitler !” 


A sixty-five-year-old Jew has been acquitted by a special court 
in Frankfort on a charge of greeting an official with the Nazi salute 
and the words “ Heil Hitler!” and describing himself as “an old 
National Socialist fighter.” A doctor gave evidence that the Jew was 
suffering from schizophrenia (split personality) and he was sent to a 
mental institution, says the DarLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING POosrT. 

A Jewess, aged forty-two, who was charged with using insulting 
language about a member of the Government, was also described as 
schizophrenic. | 


Following a suggestion of the Rassepolitisches Amt (office for racial 


politics), the Minister for Science and Education has instructed the German | 


Society for Racial Research to work out suggestions for the establishment 
of a racial museum in Berlin. . 


The Star reports from Vienna that after August 1 no Jews in the city will 
be allowed to occupy rooms overlooking streets, but must live in back 
rooms or rooms overlooking a court. The instruction will add to the 
terribly overcrowded conditions under which the Jews im Vienna are 


already living. 
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With the Nazis in full control of Danzig, the already deplorable 
position of the Jews there is likely to becomé completely hopeless. 
Although the majority of the Jews have left the city, over 2,000 still 
remain, living under the most terrible conditions. The only ones 
who are allowed to earn a livelihood are the 160 so-called “ Schutz- 
juden "-Jews, who are absolutely indispensable in trade and industry. 
About a thousand more Jews stili have some sort of income or receive 
money from relatives abroad. Theyest depend on charity. 


1,000 poor? Hitherto the Jews received a considerable subsidy from 
the American Joint Committee for relief purposes, but it is now 
feared that the subsidy will be restricted. This would cause the 
unfortunate Danzig Jews to suffer hunger in addition to tle sufferings 
they are already enduring in the Free City. 

The Danzig Nazis have issued an order requiring all persons who 
acquired property from Jews to submit such property for revaluation, 
and to pay the difference into the State's funds. The order has pro- 
duced much bitter feeling among Nazis who had bought up Jewish 
houses and shops for a fraction of their real value and who wili now 
have to pay the money robbed from the Jew to the Nazi robbers-in- 
chief. A number of Poles who bought up Jewish property are among 
.the first to be affected by the new order. 


Stirring scenes were witnessed in Warsaw’ during the patriotic 
demonstrations that marked the recent celebration of Poland’s Navy 
Week. Moved, no doubt, by the growing Nazi menace to Poland, the 
Polish onlookers hailed the Jewish detachment, which was organised 
by Jewish ex-Servicemen. As they marched through the main streets 
the Jews were warmly cheered by non-Jews, and were presented with 
flowers. It is a long time, indeed, since Warsaw Jews enjoyed such 
esteem on the part of the Poles. 


THE LAW UNTO HIMSELF 


How Abraham Engel Saved the Rawicz Synagogue 


The efforts of Abraham Mordecai Engel, a Jew of Rawicz, South- 
West Poland, to save the local Synagogue from appropriation by the 
municipality are worthy of being placed on record. Engel is now 
the sole Jewish inhabitant of Rawicz, and the municipal authorities 
there claim that since the local Jewish Community is no longer in 
existence they can appropriate the Synagogue building and other 
Jewish communal property. Engel claims, on the other hand, that he 
constitutes the Jewish Community, and in order to prove it to the 
authorities he opens the Synagogue every day and prays. there. He 
also calls himself up to the Reading of the Law. His zeal in exercising 
by himself the functions of a whole Community has aroused widespread 
admiration, and in order to settle the problem of the property of the 

extinct Community, Professor Konopka, the Jewish Senator, has taken 

up the matter with the Ministry of Education, and has obtained a 
’ promise that the neighbouring Jewish Community of Leszno will be 
permitted to assume control of the Synagogue and the rest of the 
communal property.

GOVERNMENT WARNS LITHUANIAN 
JEW-BAITERS 


A statement condemning anti-Jewish agitation in Lithuania has been 
-issued by the Minister of the Interior, General Skuoas, following 
anti-Semitic demonstrations in the townships of Lepalingai and 
Measures, he said, had been taken to prevent further 
outbreaks, and those guilty of attacking the Jews would be rigorously 
punished. Anti-Semitism in Lithuania was an imitation of foreign 
policies, and was an import from abroad. 

Almost simultaneously with the General's statement, anti-Jewish 
excesses were reported from the township of Patschelunai, following 
the spreading of lying rumours that the Jews had murdered a peasant. 
The police quickly restored order. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the anti-Jewish 
“ Verslininki” organisation has renewed its incitement, allegedly 
following the receipt of large sums from unknown sources. The 
organisation is holding a congress in Polangen, the Lithuanian sea- 
side resort, on Sunday. |

WARSAW CHEERS JEWISH EX-SERVICEMEN 
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ITALIAN JEWS’ “‘ FABULOUS ” WEALTH 
Fascist Registration Fiasco 


Last week it was reported in connection with the Italian registration 
of Jewish property that in Milan, with its 12,000 Jews, only 766 had 
real property with a taxable value of more than 20,000 lire (about 
£225). This week, the Rome figures have been published. They 
show that out of a Jewish population of 11,000 odd, only 224 had 
property valued at more than 20,000 lire, and thus due for confisca- 
tion under the registration law. : 

Naturally, the Fascist leaders are sorely disappointed at this small 
“catch,” especially after they have been deluding ‘heir impoverished 
subjects with stories of the vast “ Jewish wealth ” which the confiscation 
would make available. In Milan, the Fascists have meanwhile arrested 
a few Jews on the ground that they failed to register their property. 
However, no amount of arrests is likely to produce wealth which has 
no existence outside the Jew-baitcrs’ heated imagination. ; 

Under the new law, property registered in excess of the 20,000 lire 
limit, will be turned over to the Government's Institute for the Adminis- 
tration and Liquidation of Real Property. Its owners will receive 
in exchange Government bonds paying four per cent. Jews of Italian 
citizenship abroad are also subject to this decree. 


EXPELLED FROM FASCIST PARTY 
New Measures Against “* Jew-Friends ” 


Signor Starace, the Secretary General of the Fascist Party, has 
announced that seventy-seven “Aryan” Italians had been excluded 
from the Fascist Party for expressing their sympathy with the Jews 
and for criticising openly the Italian Jew-laws. 

Mussolini's organ, the Poroto publishes a furious attack 
on Italian artists, incidentally revealing that the majority of them are 
opposed to Fascist racial legislation. It appears that the majority 
of the artists have refused to make declarations as to their racial 


- origin, and that the number of rebels is so large that the Fascists 


have so far found it impossible to take any steps against them. The 
PoPOLoO D'ITALIA, as a final threat, demands that the authorities consider 
the recalcitrants as Jaws and exclude them from all exhibitions. 

The DIresa DELLA Razza, the organ of the Racial Department of 
the Ministry of the Interior, publishes, with bitter comment, a number 
of letters from Italian professors and writers, denouncing its campaiga 


- against the Esperanto language invented by the Polish Jew, Dr. 


Zamenhof. . One professor points out that the Italian Government 
Tourists’ Department has actually issued pamphlets in Esperanto, and 
that fortnightly talks in Esperanto had been broadcast on the Italian 
wireless; and others referred to the fact that many important works 
by great Italian authors have been translated into the language. In his 
comments on the letters, Signor Interlandi, the Head of the Racial 
Department, deplores the failure of his efforts to enlighten the Italian 


‘people that Esperanto is only a harmful instrument in the hands of 


“International Jewry.” The Jews, says Signor Interlandi, invented 
Esperanto in order to destroy the cultures of the great nations. 
Nevertheless, he adds, he does not wish to continue the controversy 
any i as apparently his views find no support among the Italian 
people. 

The ReGime Fascista, whose éditor is Roberto Farinacci, 
the “Italian Streicher,” has published a demand that ghetto benches 
be installed for Jews in the parks of Milan in order to avoid the 
recurrence of unpleasant incidents which have occurred there. The 
incidents to which the ReGime Fascista refers were caused by a 
number of young Fascists who, by their attacks on Jews, provoked 
the indignation and intervention of decent Italians. 


FRENCH VERDICT FOR EXPROPRIATED JEW 
Nazi ** Aryanisation”’ Not Recognised 


The Tribunal de Commerce of the Seine region has issued an import- 
ant ruling affecting the property of Jewish fugitives from Germany’ 
in France. The court decided that any property of “Aryanised”™ 
Jewish firms in France must be returned to their former owners and 
not to their present Nazi administrators. 

_The.case concerned the Sudeten firm of “ Roha,” which drew a 
bill on a French firm amounting to 20,000 francs. Before the payment 
fell due, the Sudetenland-was occupied by Germany, and the owner 
of the firm, a Jew named Lovic, fled fo London, from where he 
claimed the money from the French firm. The Nazis in the mean- 
time took over the firm and installed a Commissioner named Walter 
who also claimed the money owing. 

The representative of the French firm stated that it was ready to pay 
the money to Lovic if the court gave its consent: and the court not 
only did this but ordered Walter to pay costs.

Christians in the United States have taken the gloves off to the anti- 
Semites, whose challenge to American principles of democracy is 
becoming clear to all decent Americans. 

Enlightenment campaigns, the plans for which were recently reported 
im THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, have now been launched by both Catholic 
and Protestant leaders, and the response has been enthusiastic. Recog- 
nising that the growth of anti-Jewish feeling is a serious threat to the 
principles of democracy and Christianity, and that some Catholics 
have been hoodwinked into supporting the disseminators of race- 
hatred (Faiher Coughlin, the “ radio-priest,” seems to be indicated), 
a New York group organised a “Committee of Catholics to Fight 
Anti-Semitism.”

The latest recruit to the Catholic Committee is Mr. Gene Tunney, 
the former heavy-weight boxing champion, who said that “no dne 
can expect the friendship of God who would persecute any of His 
children for any cause.”

Dr. Emmanuel Chapman, Executive Secretary of the Committee and 
Professor of Philosophy at Fordham University. reports a whole- 
hearted response from Catholic leaders, priests, and laymen, and the 
offices have already had to be extended. : 

Last week, a convention of the Catholic Press Association in New 
York adopted a resolution supporting the late Pope's condemnation 
of racialism.

Intolerance; in which he declares: “ The principles of tolerance and 
equality must be preserved as our most precious. heritage.” 


EDDIE CANTOR’S WARNING 


Mr. Eddie Cantor, in a celebration at the World's Fair Palestine 
Pavilion and Temple of Religion in honour of his’ silver wedding 
anniversary. issued a warning against the spread of race-hatred in 
America. His friends, he said, had told him that he was exaggerating 
the extent of anti-Semitism, but he had travelled throughout the 
country, and “I know what I am talking about. They don't know 
what important tndustrialists are behind this business, who are paying 
the way of Senator Reynolds, Father Coughlin, General Moseley, and 
Deatherage,” said Mr. Cantor.

Her husband, Mr. Archibald Jacob Freiman, 1s a leading merchant 
in Ottawa, and is President of the Zionist Organisation of Canada.

TRAINED MEN FOR ALASKA 


U.S.A. Bill Introduced 


A Bill to permit trained refugees to enter the territory of Alaska up 
to a number equalling the unfilled United States immigration quotas 
has been introduced into the U.S.A. House of Representatives by 
Representative Andrew J. May, of Kentucky. 

The question of refugee settlement in Alaska has been under 
discussion for several months. The Government is at present con- 
ducting an ¢xperimental farm settlement scheme at Matanuska with 


7 farmers from the “ dust-bowl” of the mid-West of the U.S.A. 


SETTLEMENT IN N. RHODESIA 
Experts Finish Study 


The Commission of Experts studying the possibilities of settlement 
in Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland has completed its work. The 
Chairman, Sir James Dunnett, last week left by air for England. The 
Commission began its work on March 28. It is understood that a 
proposal for settling a large number of refugees in the Mwinilunga 
district, which is well watered and is at a high elevation from the sea, 
was considered. It is, however, very difficult to reach. 


FRENCH COLONIES SCHEME 


The Comité Israélite Francaise d'Emigration, a Rothschi!d institu- 
tion, has asked Jewish refugees to register with the Committee in view 
of the possibilities of resettlement in French Guiana, New Caledonia, 
gnd Madagascar. 


It is understood that the question of a small-scale experimental — 


settlement scheme in the above French possessions has been taken up 
with M. Mandel, French Minister for the Colonies. 


Some 1.476 refugees were registered in May by the French 


Refugee Committee, presided over by M. Albert Lévy. They included 
711 trom Austria, 502 from Germany and Ltaly, and 173 from Czecho- 
Slovakia. The relief expenditure of the Committee in May amounted 


‘to about £13,000.

BOLIVIA TO ADMIT 250 A MONTH 


The Hicem has been notified that the Bolivian Government has 
decided to admit all Jewish holders of Bolivian visas at the rate of 250 
a month. It is to co-operate with the Bolivian Consul in London ia 
selecting the immigrants. 

This agreement cancels the recent order refusing admission to 
Bolivia after July 5 of Jewish holders of Bolivian visas. 3 

At present all steamers bound for Bolivia are booked up until the 
end of next winter. But the Hicem is to assign the passengers to each 
steamer within the 250 quota, and no shipping agent is to be permitted 
to do any bookings without its consent. : 


CENTRAL CAMP IN HOLLAND 


The Dutch Senate has passed a measure, to establish a central 
refugee camp in Holland. The Bill, introduced by the Governmoant 
and adopted by the Second Chamber last month, provides tor the 
establishment of a central refugee camp in the province of Drente. 


CUBA AND REFUGEES’ MONEY 


An anonymous correspondent in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN craws 
attention to the substantial sums that the St. Louis refugees, who wer 
refused admission to Cuba. had had to pay for their Cuban Visas. He 
alleges that the average fee for a permit was £30, and that a total sum of 
£30,000 was received by the Cuban Government. The refugees, moreover, 
lost their luggage. including vans of furniture, which had been sent on 
advance to Havana. In not a single case, he says, was any money returned.

_ I wish in particular to point out that the word “ devious” has unpleasant 
implications, and to suggest that this represents my opinion of the methods 
of the refugee organisation is as unfair to me as it is. likely to be 
embarrassing to the refugee movement.

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MR. METCALFE AND REFUGEES 
Last Week and This 


In recommending two refugees for deportation at Old Street Police 
Court last week, the magistrate (Mr. Herbert Metcalfe) said: 

“These two men, as far as I know, are people of the highest 
respectability who have simply been driven out of their country. It 
is not for me to express any views about high politics; there it is. 
] have to make formal recommendations for deportation, but whether 
they will be deported or not is a matter for the Home Secretary. The | 
question is whether they should be kept in prison in the meantime. I 
see no reason why they should not be allowed bail.” 

Turning to the interpreter and referring to one of them, Mr. Metcalfe 
remarked: “ You might explain matters to him. I don’t want the 
wretched man to think that he is going to be thrown out, because 
he may not be. He very likely won't.” 

On Monday, however, he said: “ What on earth things are coming 
to I don't know. These people are simply pouring into the country 
wholesale.” 

This was his. comment when three aliens of uncertain nationality 
pleaded guilty to landing at Newport, Isle of Wight, without leave. 
The men were recommended for deportation, bail being refused. 

A police officer said it was known in Antwerp that those people 
could come to England irregularly and be dealt with lightly. 

Mr. Metcalfe: “I suppose they are not allowed to stay there? ” 

The police officer agreed, and added: “ These people are certainly 
being hounded from pillar to post, but they know they can get to 
England from Antwerp.” 

“ Anyway this is a case where the authorities think there should be 
recommendations for deportation.”——“ Yes, your worship.” 

.“Lentirely agree. One cannot help having sympathy with a number 
of these aliens but it looks to me as if the country will simply be 
flooded if this sort of thing goes-on. We are getting a dozen a week 
at this court.” 


The interpreter stated that one man was asking whether there was 


any possibility of bail. Mr. Metcalfe: “No. Tell him he must 
remain in prison pending the decision of the Home Office.” .

Sir.-Although I am not of the Jewish race or faith, 1 am hoping that you 
will kindly give me a little space in your paper in which to make a suggestion 
which may prove helpful in dealing with the.very urgent question of the 
relugees. 
There is talk of a Parliamentary Election in the autumn. Would it not 


be possible for all who feel strongly on this subject to set Party. politics 
entirely aside and to ask candidates to pledge themselves to do their utmost 
to procure an open door for these poor victims of injustice? 

Or, better still, as the need is very urgent; and delay of even .a few days 
or weeks means certain death to Many of those who look to us for help, 
would it not be possible to move more rapidly? May I suggest that every 
voter who ‘feels a brother's responsibility for these poor sufferers should 
write at once to his (or her) Member of Parliament, asking that, in the 
name of humanity and for the ultimate welfare of this land, immediate 
steps should be taken to receive these exiles before they are beyond our 
help? This would be but to follow the lead of those wiser and nobler 
countries who give ready hospitality, without waiting for. unprocurable 
papers, or bargaining as to guarantees of money or future emigration. 

In dealing with so vital a matter it is always well to be sure of the 
grounds on which one argues. May I advise that any of those who have 
not already done so should read “ You and the Refugee,” by Norman 
Angell and Dorothy Frances Buxton (price sixpence). I have no interest 
in the book, beyond the fact that it strikes me as a particularly clear and 
convincing statement of the case for the refugees, both from the humani- 
tarian and the political point of view. No one can call it happy reading, 
but it is intensely interesting, and it may be that ‘it is our duty to look 
into these terrible depths of tragedy, that we may be the more urgently 
inspired to do our little bit in giving help—the need of which has now 
gone far beyond the mere gifts of sympathy or money.

CHILDREN ADMITTED TO RESIDENTIAL 
SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF 


Report by Major Stern 


“All the children who have passed through the School are in work.” 
This gratifying announcement was made by Major F. C. Stern, O.B.E.., 
M.C., the President of the Residential School for Jewish Deaf 
- Children, at the annual Court of the Governors and Subscribers held 
recently at 12, Eaton Square, S.W., the home of Lady Lucas. 

Major Stern spoke of the evacuation of the children and staff during the 
September crisis to Speen, near Newbury. In the event of similar trouble- 
in the future arrangements had been made. whereby the School would go 
under the care of the London County Council. 

They were very fortunate, he said, in having the “R.S.J.D.C.” Society, 
which had held a dance and a garden féte during the year in aid of the 
School. As a result, they had provided the children with a cinematograph 
projector, a billiard table, and a swimming pool in the School grounds. 
Major Stern also thanked the Aid Society for its work, and regretted that 
Mrs. I. Stephany had resigned from the Hon. Secretaryship. 

The School had at present thirty-seven children, among whom were three 
who were sons of refugees living in this country. They had been allowed 
by the authorities to take ten more refugee children, who would be coming 
shortly from Germany. Major Stern hoped that the Community would 
give them every sapnest in helping these children. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Desmond Tuck, the accounts were 
presented by Major Stern. He appealed for financial support, and stressed 
the fact that their income was less than their expenditure. :

WHITTINGEHAME FARM SCHOOL 
Good Financial Position 


“ Whittingehame is the beginning of a new idea in education, which 
will, I believe, have repercussions throughout the world, and more 
particularly throughout Great Britain,” said Mr. C. R. Maxwell, Head- 
master of Whittingehame Farm School, when he addressed a meeting 
of friends and supporters, which was held last week at 14, Holland Park 
Road, by courtesy of Mrs. Robert B. Solomon. 

Mr. R. B. Solomon, who presided, gave an account of the financial 
position Of the School. He explained it now had its full complement 
of 166 students, of whom one-third were girls and two-thirds boys. But 
although their financial position was quite good, they had to remember 
that only 128 covenants had been signed, and that the remaining thirty- 
four covenants were urgently needed in order that students might 
complete the two-year course arranged for them. There had been 
two important windfalls, by means of which they were enabled to 
increase the equipment of the School. Certain individuals and com- 
mittees deserved special mention. The North-West London Women 
Zionist Society had provided twenty covenants; the S.E. London 
Refugee Children’s Committee fourteen; and the Hampstead Synagogue 
Ladies’ Refugee Aid Society eleven. A contribution had been made to 
the Lady Traprain Entertainment Fund as a result of efforts by Mr. 
Max Wiseman and Mesdames Werner and Leopold Lazarus. The 
money provided by the covenants, however, only just covered the 
actual keep and education of the students. Any additional amusements 
or amenities must come from funds such as that organised by Lady 
Traprain. 

The students at Whittingehame, Mr. Solomon continued, were 
normally ready for emigration to Palestine at seventeen. Fourteen of 
the students this year were that age, and about sixty would reach it 
in each of the next two years. The expenditure on Whittingehame had 
so far been £3,500, which included certain non-recurring expenses 
The maintenance expenditure had been about £1,500,

A LIMEHOUSE MEETING 
What a Young Policeman Thought 
“WE DON’T LIKE THE JEWS” 


{From a Special Correspondent) 


On my way to East Ham on the top of a bus, I noticed about a 
dozen people gathered round a Blackshirt speaker in Beccles Street, 
Limehouse. This street lies at the junction of Commercial Road, E.., 
and West India Dock Road. It was about 9 o'clock, and the Fascist 
speaker was dealing with the speech made last week by Lord Halifax. 
In his opinion—obviously it had to be his opinion, as it was the 
opinion of Hitler and Goebbels—it was a warmongering speech, which 
was aimed at completing the encirclement of Germany. “ Formerly,” 


he said, “ the Government was pursuing a policy of peace. Now it 


is pursuing a policy of war.” This policy was being dictated by 
“ outside influences,” to wit, the “Shylock influences of the City of 
London.” I should not have to give you three guesses to guess what 
those “ influences ™ were. With his next breath the speaker began his 
attack on the Jews. 

This attack was continued by the next speaker, whose performance 
was most creditable—as a Fascist demagogue. Black became white 


- and white black. while he almost foamed at the mouth in his violent 


denunciation of the Jews, whom he accused of wishing to drag this 
country into a war with Germany. “Our time will come,” he said, 
“and I pledge you this, that we will give you your country back to 
do with as you will” The Nazis, every decent German remembers 
with regret to-day, voiced the same specious sentiments. 

As he continued, this speaker became more revolting in his anti- 
Jewish utterances. “Have you ever heard of ritual murder?” he 
asked. And then went on to give his own impression of shechita, 
the main point of which it appears is to give the animal as much 
suffering as possible. “1 could teil you more that would make your 
blood boil.” he yelled. 

While this was going on, two Americans who were on their way 
to visit Chinatown were having a conversation with a young police- 
man, one of two on duty at the meeting. The Americans asked what 
the Fascist wanted, and the policeman—I have his number—replied 
that he wanted to get rid of the Jews. On being asked his own views, 
the policeman said: “ We don't like the Jews over here very much. 
They are so greasy.” He looked around, and said: “I can’t see one 
at present, thank goodness.” One of the Americans asked what they 
looked like, and he replied: ‘“ Well they all have big noses.” = It 
was his opinion that the majority of the English people were against 
the Jews and wished to keep them out of the country. “I think 
that this country,” he went on, “ belongs to the Jews, and that we 
just live in it.” The discussion turned to anti-Semitism in America, 
and when the two Americans left I had very little doubt of this 
policeman’s anti-Jewish feelings.

‘‘ HITLER’S PEACE: THE ORGANISATION OF 
CIVIL WAR” 


So far as can be gathered, it seems to be Hitler's intention to 
gain possession of Danzig not by war, but by “ internat aggression.” 
He will get his Nazi groups and “ Fifth Column friends withia 
Danzig to declare it a German city, and then characterise as “ ageres- 
sion” any attempt by the Poles to regain democratic control. 

But it is not only in Danzig that this technique is being applied. 
It is the modern technique of aggression. It worked in Spain, in 
Austria, and in Czecho-Slovakia, and preparations for its application 
in every country are being made by the Nazis. 

A clear exposure of this technique is made in a new Penguin 
Special called “‘ The Attack from Within,” written by F. Elwyn Jones. 
“Extension of power by action short of war is clearly preferable 
to war itself. And out of this necessity,” the author writes, “ has 
arisen that technique of aggression with which Europe and the Far 
East is now familiar—the technique of attack from within. By the 
beginning of 1939 the Nazis in particular had perfected their technique 
of conquest by, means of internal political revolution in other countries. 
Through Nazi groups abroad to a Nazi Empire. This is Hitler's 
peace: the organisation of civil war.” : 

In every country there is a Nazi organisation with'a complex system 
of subdivisions, of which the core is the Nazi ceil. It ts organised 
by the local German colony, and round it are grouped subsidiary 
bodies such as the German Labour Front, the German School 
Associations, etc. These organisations are controlled and directed by 
the German Consulates and Legations, Scratch a German Consul, 
it has been said, and you find a Nazi agent. 

Mr. Jones gives some startling information about the extent of 
Nazi activity in this country. and substantiates it by hitherto secret 
documents. For Nazi activity, Britain has been divided into five 
regions, the principal of which is London. The other regions are in 
charge of a Stutzpunktleiter, who is controlled from London, and 
Berlin. The Nazi agents are either “journalists “—like R. G. 
Roesel, who was the London correspondent of the NATIONAL ZEITUNG 
and Nazi district leader until he was expelled in May-—-or else 
“ business men” sheltering in the offices of well-known German busi- 
ness firms, but having nothing to do with the firms’ business. The 
three Nazis expelled in April of last year were ostensibly “ business 
men.” 


Nazi Money Behind British Anti-Semitism 


In a valuable discussion on the use of propaganda, the author points 
out that its “chief aim is to act as a solvent: to extend the lines of 
cleavage within foreign states and so to widen them that the composite 
body splits up and disintegrates.” An important part in this dis- 
ruptive propaganda is played by anti-Semitism. British Fascism has 
been able to foment anti-Semitism in Britain and has “ created strife 
where before there was none.” “Nazi money.”’ Mr. Jones states 
unequivocally, “ lies behind several anti-Semitic organisations in Britain 
which masquerade under harmless titles.” 

Why do the Nazis find the propagation of anti-Semitism so 
necessary? “ Anti-Semitism it not only a disruptive force. It ts 
part of the ‘ psychological preparation’ for the extension of Fascism. 
It accustoms those susceptible to it to acceptance of persecution and 
brutality and awakens in them a sort of pre-Fascist mentality. Once 
demoralisation has set in, the culminating stages of ‘conversion’ 
to Fascism become comparatively easy.” 

In other chapters there is much factual information about what is 
going on inside Germany, Italy, and Japan, how these three Fascist 
powers are intriguing within the British Empire (pages 43-48 contain 
a most interesting analysis of Nazi attempts to capture the sym- 
pathies of the Arabs), and what the prospects are of defeating 
Fascism. |

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THE FOLLY OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


A Warning to Democracy 
MESSRS. DARK AND SIDEBOTHAM’S 
EXCELLENT STUDY 


“The future of humanity depends on the elimination of racial 
discrimination. Anti-Semitism is the deliberate exaggeration of differ- 
ence for mean ends.” What these mean ends are, how the process 
of deliberate exaggeration occurs, and why it is essential for human 
well-being that racial intolerance be eradicated is clearly explained in a 
re book published by Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton, price one 
shilling. 

The book is called “ The Folly of Anti-Semitism,” and the authors 
are two eminent non-Jews, whose words must command general atten- 
tion and respect. They are Mr. Sidney Dark, Editor of the Cuurcu 
Times, and Mr. Herbert Sidebotham, the famous political writer whose 
artic‘es under the pseudonym of “ Scrutator ” in the SUNDAY TIMES are 
a leading feature of British journalism. 

Their thesis is a simple one, but one which in these desperate days 
can never be repeated too often. “ Anti-Semitism,” they point out, 
“is not merely a Jewish concern, it is the concern of all men who care 
for justice, decency, and kindness, and who-value the individual free- 
dom won by centuries of struggle against tyranny and privilege. When 
the Jew is persecuted, all minorities, and, indeed, even majorities, 
disliked by the controllers of the State are in danger.” 

Messrs. Dark and Sidebotham make an examination of the more 
common charges made against the Jews, and completely refute them. 
Two chapters, in particular, deserve recommendation. They are those 
in which the Jews’ services to Europe and the question of whether the 
Jew is an alien are discussed. To call the Jew an alien is the sheerest 
nonsense, “To call the modern Jew an Asiatic is far more absurd 
than it would be to call one of us a Frenchman because his great-great- 
great-grandfather was a Norman peasant. The majority of the Jews 
in England have been settled here for more than three generations. 
But they did not come here from Asia, they came from other European 


- countries, where they had been settled for centuries. The modern Jew . 


is a European.” There are differences between Jew and non-Jew all 
will admit, but “ they are always exaggerated, and are often so difficult 
to discover that they have to be invented.” 


This is ag excellent little book, and will do much to make the non-: 


Jew realise that anti-Semitism does not in the modern world threaten 
the Jew alone. But there is one criticism that must be made. The 
authors go to great pains to debunk “ the nonsense of the ‘ purerace’ 
myth,” yet themselves fall into the easy error, of speaking ofthe 
“ Jewish race.” | 

Some such formula as “ethnic group” or even the term “ people” 
would have avoided this mistake. To talk of race, however uncor- 
sciously, is to help indirectly the anti-Semite in his pernicious 
misrepresentation. 

What is the lesson of anti-Semitism? ' The German tragedy showed 
that “the first confiscation was condoned because the Jew is described 
as an outcast, an alien, an enemy within the gates. It is fe premier 
pas qui coute, the first step that needs some plausibl@ excuse. After 
that the going is easy.” The citizens of the democratic countri:s must 
learn to realise the danger of the incipient anti-Semitism that finds 


expression in such generally foolish statements as “I don’t like Jews.” 


“ The Folly of Anti-Semitism ” will help them to realise it. Th: least that 
the Jews can do, in their own defence and in the defence of decency and 


righteousness, is immediately to make them acquainted with this 


inva‘uable little book. 


JEWISH APATHY IN N.E. LONDON 
Free Field for Fascists 


Fascists in North-East London have nothing to fear from local 
Jewry. Every Jew in Stamford Hill and district. knows that the 
Fascists are extremely active in the area. Yet when the North- 
East Lonaon Area Committee of the Jewish Defence Committee held 
a special meeting on Tuesday night to discuss action, only some twenty 
people were present. But 150 people had been written to. : 

Leaflet distribution was the only topic discussed, and Mr. H. L. 
Langham, who presided, reveaied ihat oniy forty people were covering 
an area which embraced Dalston, Islington, Finsbury Park, Stamford 
Hill, and Hackney. Mr. H. Solomons, the Secretary of the London 
Area Council, stressed the urgent need for Jewish Defence, and pointed 
out that anti-Semitism was not a passing phase, but was something 
that might stay for many years. They needed, he said, two 
to three thousand literature distributors, and so far they were only 
playing about with the question. 
of local literature distribution, also spoke. 

While this discussion was going on, Blackshirts were holding 
a meeting at Ridley Road, Dalston, and Imperial Fascists were active 
at John Campbell Road, Stoke Newington. The only sign of any 
organised Jewish activity’was the Jewish People’s Council meeting a 
little distance away from the latter. 


THE SCHUMAN STRIKE 


Reporting on the strike at Messrs. Schuman’s factory in Tottenham, 
the CABINET MAKER wrote in a recent issue: ‘* Negotiations between the 
N.A.F.T.A, and H. Schuman, Ltd., Tottenham, concerning the labour 
dispute at Schuman’s factory, have broken down, in spite of the 
presence of a Ministry of Labour official. The prospect of an early 
settlement is believed to be remote. This week, Mr. Arthur Schuman 
told the CABINET MAKER that all strikers had been discharged. The 
company had sufficient new labour to continue normal production. 


An official of the N.A.F.T.A. states that the Union is determined not 


to agree to the introduction of labour at rates of pay lower than the 
recognised minimum. They will continue the campaign for the 
recognition of the Union in the works.”

It was generally believed when he was first 
appointed to the Beth Din that it would eventually lead, after he had 
secured his Rabbinical Diploma, to his elevation to the “ Bench.” 
The East End will have an opportunity of hearing him durirf the 
forthcoming High Festivals, as the Welfare Committee, I learn, intend 
asking him to préach either at the Rivoli or the Free School, or both, 
at the special services they arrange every year. 

SPORTSMEN ALL 

British Maccabi, I am informed, have reached an agreement with 
the officers of the Jewish National Fund whereby Maccabi has under- 
taken to raise, through its affiliated branches, £20,000 during the next 
four years. This will be used to buy land through the J.N.F., and 
will be applied to the extension of Kfar Maccabi, which already has 


150 settlers. 


DEDICATED TO A PRINCESS 


Dr. J. Martin Freud, a son of Professor Sigmund Freud, tells me 
that he is having a book published shortly. It is to be called “ Parole 
d’Honneur,” and deals with adventures during the last war. I should 
not be surprised if it is more than a little autobiographical in scope, 
Dr. Freud fought in the Austrian Army and was imprisoned for some 
time in Italy. The book is dedicated to Marie Bonaparte. She is 
Princess Marie of Greece and Denmark, an aunt of the Duchess of 
Kent. Princess Marie is an old friend of the Freud family, and gave 
them great help during their troubled last days in Vienna. 


FOOTBALL DIRECTOR 


Everyone in Millwall knows Mr. George Max. He is a director of 
the Millwall Football Club, and greatly in demand in all football 
circles, for he is a bone-setter of the first rank. He is actually the 
only foreign-born director in English football, for he was born in 
Budapest, sixty-three years ago. He has, however, been a naturalised 
Englishman for thirty-six years. His charitable work is very 


extensive. . At the moment, he is trying to reunite a family of refugees.- 


He has given two young children, aged 11 and 3, and their mother, a 
home in Croydon, and hopes to be able to reunite them with the 
father, whom he has set up in business in Paris.

‘“ OPEN DAY” AT SOLOMON WOLFSON SCHOOL 
The Work of Refugee Children 


Tuesday of last week was “ Open Day,” at the Solomon Wolfson Jewish 
School, North Kensington. The Headgpster, Mr. L. Mendoza, explained 
to a large attendance of parents that the “Open Day” was held to 
ce'ebrate the Jubilee of the L.C.C., who were such excellent friends of 
the School. 

The School Choir sang several songs very well, and then a group of 
children from the Infant School danced, to the obvious delight both of them- 
selves and their watching parents. “ 

A tour of the School was then made by the Visitors, who were 
able to see the children at work. A very high standard. was revealed, 
notably in the art section. The Headmaster “ collared” a young hopeful 
with a shock of golden hair, whom—strange to relate—he presents as an 
Italian Jewish pupil. “.What do I call you?” he demands of the smiling 
youngster, and the answer is happily given: “Your professor, ‘cos I'm 
always asking why.” 

One of the most interesting features of the School is the carpentry 
class attended exclusively by refugee boys of from 14 to 16 years. There 
are in all some thirty refugee children at the School, who live in the 
neighbouring hostel of which the Headmaster is Chairman. To these 
boys woodwork is an entirely new activity, but with amazing rapidity 
they have already acquired a measure of proficiency. The boys have 
learnt to work on their own; perhaps the most difficult of all tasks for 
the foreign-born child. The girls do not lack their share of practical 
work, A very admirable display of laundered clothes, some appetising 
cakes and dishes, and a collection of neatly executed needlework was 
to their credit.

SCOTTISH NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR 
REFUGEES FORMED 


A Co-ordinating Body in Glasgow 
EARL OF ELGIN PRESIDENT 


[From our Correspondent] 


The desirability of the establishment of a central body to co-ordinate 

the efforts of the various organisations in Scotland who were concerned 
with refugee work was voiced by Sir Cecil M. Weir when he presided 
at the inaugural meeting of the Scottish National Council for Refugees 
held in the City Chambers, Glasgow. Amongst those present were 
the Marquess of Aberdeen and Temair, Lord Inverclyde, Lord Provost 
Dollan, and City Treasurer Ernest Greenhill. ' 
’ Sir Cecil said that conversations had taken place with the Lord 
Baldwin Fund in London and it was their desire that there should be 
a central body which would act in Scotland in the same way as the 
Lord Baldwin Fund was acting in England. It was not intended that 
the Central Council should undertake case work, but that it should 
rather be a consultative body which would be prepared to assist, 
financially and otherwise, suitable schemes for dealing with refugees 
coming to Scotland or in which any of the Scottish bodies might be 
particularly interested. A considerable number of people in Scot- 
land had been generous contributors to the Lord Baldwin Fund, and 
to certain other funds in Scotland, some of which had been subscribed 
to bodies which were not themselves dealing with case work and which 
would be glad to hand over these funds to a central body. 

Office-bearers of the National Council were elected as follows: 


. the Rt. Hon the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, Hon. President; the 


Lord Provosts of Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen, Dundee, and Perth, 
Vice-Presidents; Sir Cecil M. Weir,. Chairman; Messrs. Norman L. 


- Hird and R. Cohen, Deputy Chairmen and Conveners of Finance and 


General Purposes Committees, respectively; Viscount Trapram, Lord 
Inverclyde, Sir Maurice Bloch, and Mr. Hird, Trustees. Finance and 
General Purposes Committees were also elected. 

Lord Provost P. J. Dollan, in welcoming the establishment of the 
Council, said that he hoped they would make every endeavour to 
retain suitable refugees in Scotland, in view of the great possibilities 
attached to the revival of.rural industries. Sir Cecil Weir pointed 
out that care had to be taken in the placing of workers in agriculture 
and other occupations, and that the closest co-operation with the 
Trades Union Board was desirable. -Mr. Quinn, Chairman of the 
Scottish Trade Union Congress, offered co-operation and assistance on 
behalf of the Trade Union movement.. ) 


YOUTH MOVEMENT RESIGNATIONS 
Split Over Attitude to Zionism 


THE ASSIMILATION ISSUE 


’ The reason for the resignations of six members of the Council 
of the United Jewish Youth Movement was revealed at a general 
meeting of the movement held in the Bar Cochba premises last week: 

Dr. B. T. Mann, who presided, said the resignations had followed 
the rejection by the Council of a motion that, instead of one Palestine 


Convener, there should be three—for funds, propaganda, and education. — 


It had been said that the Youth Movement was against Zionism. That 


--Was erroneous, and Dr Mann went on to detail activities that he 


claimed the Movement had carried out as regards the Palestine Petition, 
during the Shekel Campaign, and in J.N.F. Week. 

One of the six members who had resigned, Mr. J. P. Jacobson. 
former Vice-President and acting President of the Movement, said 
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. Said that they were progressing most favourably. 


that the real reason for the split had not been the three Palestine 
Conveners issue—the real split, he alleged, had come over the principle 
of assimilation. He felt that they could not get down to anything 
if they were faced with two solutions of the Jewish problem—one 
that demanded a stronger binding together of the Jewish people and 
their resources; the other suggesting the disappearance of the Jew as 
a separate entity. Mr. ge submitted that the Movement no 
r had a mass membership. 

Tr. discussion that followed, Mr. M. Green, a member of the 
Council, denied that the subject of assimilation had ever been 
mentioned at any meeting of the Council. Mr. M. Taylor said that 
he, as a Zionist, would have welcomed some indication that Palestine 
was going to play an important part in the Movement. Others who 
took part in the discussion were Messrs. S. Newman, I. Smith, H. D. 
Miller, P. Blin, L. Katzenell, J. H. Barnett (ex-Palestine Convener), A. 
Marcovitch, N. Shulman, N. Granet, H. Fisher, and J. Rubin. A 
resolution that the status quo should be maintained on the question 
of the post of Palestine Convener was carried by 34 votes to l4. A 
resolution was then adopted protesting against the White Paper and 
urging the Government to open the gates of Palestine in accordance 
with the economic absorptive capacity of the country. It was agreed 
that the Movement’s boycott of German goods be extended to a 
boycott of Fascist goods, despite a member's inference that com- 
paratively few nations would be free of the Movement’s ban. 

The vacancies caused by resignations were then filled by an election, 
though extreme difficulty was found in obtaining anyone to stand for 
the post of Palestine Convener. One member, when proposed, 
appeared to be deeply insulted and suggested that the proposer meant 
to be funny. The post was eventually filled by electing a person 
in absentia. The new office-bearers elected are: Dr. B. T. Mana, 
President: Miss P. Wolfe, Joint Secretary; Mr. J. Rubin, Relief Con- 
vener, Miss H. Gabriel, Palestine Convener, pro tem,; Mr. S. Newman, 
Propaganda Convener; Mr. M. Green, Boycott Convener: Misses R. 
Cohen, N. Hillman, and L. Green, and Messrs. N. Granet and B. 
Fierstein, Members of Council. 

Although a member's question as to what they would do with all 
the resolutions was left unanswered, a further resolution was carried 
by 23 votes to 6 just before the meeting concluded. The resolution 
reads: “This mass meeting of the United Jewish Youth Movement 
categorically rejects any solution purporting to solve the Jewish problem 
by .the method of assimilation, and expresses sympathy with the 
endeavours of the Jewish people in Palestine.” :

The 
Hebrew Education Festival organised by the Board had met with such 
success that it had been decided to hold it annually. Commenting 
on the work of the Garnethill School, Mr. Jackson said arrangements 
had been made for the children in the adjacent refugee hostel to receive 
education temporarily at the Garnethill Classes. = 

The Rey. Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, submitting his report on the Classes,

the number of children would necessitate adding to the teaching staff 
next session. Dr. Cosgrove referred to the thirty-two years’ Associa-

UNITED HEBREW CONGREGATION 
Additional Minister for Moortown 


[From our Correspondent] 


The monthly meeting of the Council of the United Hebrew Congre- 
gation was held at the Communal Offices on Monday. 

After the President, Mr. D. I. Sandelson, had paid tribute to the late 
Mr. Moses Myers, Mr. J. Gillinson presented a resolution passed at a 
meeting of the seatholders of the Moortown Synagogue, recommending 
that an appointment be made of an additional Minister of the United 
Hebrew Congregation with special duties for the Moortown Synagogue. 
It could not be denied, he said, that the Ministry in Leeds was under- 
staffed, and it was intolerable that an influential and growing Synagogue 
in the Moortown area should be content with sporadic visitations. 
He stressed the fact that there were seventy children attending the 
service every Sabbath morning, to whom it was essential to minister. 

Mr. S. Lyons, in supporting the recommendation, said that although 
everybody recognised the need for a distinguished spiritual leader for 
the Community as a whole, and envisaged the appointment of men of 
outstanding eminence, the immediate necessity was for an English- 
trained young clergyman who would understand the habits and outlook 
of the rising generation and whom he could influence by his constant 
contact and association. 

Mr. J. Porton said it was a mistake to fill the body of clergy such 
as that which Leeds required with young men without previous 
experience and ripe scholarship. Mr. A. M. Hurwitz thought the time 
was not far distant when an outstanding Rabbi of distinction would 
have to be found for the Community as a whole, but supported the 
recommendation of the Moortown Synagogue on the ground that 
additional young Ministers could render a great service. 

While supporting the recommendation, Mr. B. Harrison expressed 
disappointment at the apathy in the Moortown area. Lae 

Mr: M. Sclare said he thought it was time to cry halt to the expanding 


commitments of the United Congregation. The burdens upon the 
poorer members were being increased year by year, and he was afraid 
that the fresh burdens which were being placed upon the members 
reacted against further amalgamation of Synagogues with the 
Congregation. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Henry Freedman, supported the recommenda- 
tion. He hoped the influence of additional clergy would awaken a 


_ sense of responsibility among all sections of Jewish residents. 


After Messrs. M. Stross, M. Silman, M. Sinofski, Goldberg, J. 
Salinsky, and B. Simon had spoken, the President said that he hoped 
a unanimous call would be accepted in the spirit of the recommendation 
of the Moortown Synagogue. The Council had that evening reviewed 
the recommendation not in a spirit of criticism but rather to ensure 
that the best type of spiritual help was being recruited for the benefit 
of the Moortown Synagogue as well as for the Congregation as a 
whole. He paid a tribute to the single-handed efforts of the Rev. 
A. S. Super, and he looked forward to the induction at an early period 
of an additional Minister. They would not, by adopting the recom- 
mendation, precluded the fruition of the larger communal scheme for 
the appointment of a District Rabbi. eas 

The recommendation was unanimously adopted, and, subject to 
ratification at a general meeting of the United Hebrew Corgregation, a 
call will be extended to a young Angto-Jewish Minister. 


RELIEVING THE POOR 
Guardians’ Disbursements Increasing 


Presiding at the monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
the Hon. President, Alderman H. Morris, J.P., welcomed the Treasurer, 
Mr. Stanley Lightman, on his return after a long illness, and the newly- 
elected members of the Committee. Mr. Lightman, in expressing his 
thanks, gave a donation of £100 to the Victor Lightman Loan Fund. 

The Treasurer presented the statement of accounts for the period 
February | to June 12. It showed that relief disbursements had 
amounted to approximately £2,050, a figure much in excess of the 
corresponding period of -the previous year, with a resultant deficit of 
£527. He announced the receipt of £120 bequeathed by the late Mr. S. 
Capelovitz, and £50 under the will'of the late Mr. J. H. Abrahams. 
Referring to the Victor Lightman Loan Fund, which was working 
satisfactorily, he said that repayments had mounted to £2,357 since 
February 1, whilst ninety-seven borrowers had received.a sum of 
£2,031 in loans. | 


Alderman Morris announced that the total amount collected for. 


the Matzo Fund was over £400, and in thanking all those who had 
assisted, he made special reference to Messrs. J. L. Brill, J. Ellis, and 
R. Hurwitz, and Mrs, Caverson. 

Mr. J. L. Brill submitted a summary of the Passover distribution. 
He said that 407 cases, representing 1,371 persons, had received 
8.076 Ib. of matzot, 2,000 Ib. of.meal, and 16,702 eggs. Mr. Brill also 
presented the report of the Investigation and Fixed Allowance Com- 
mittee.

. THE REFUGEE PROBLEM 


Addresses on various aspects of the: refugee problem were given 
by Professors Selig Brodetsky and John Harvey, representing the 
local Committees for Jewish and Non-Jewish Refugees respectively, 
-to the Leeds branch of the National Counciti of Women, and Mrs, 
Frank Smith presided, 

Professor Brodetsky appealed to English people to look on refugees 
as an opportunity for enriching the country. They brought new ideas 
with them, and new energy, and it was this contact of intellect with 
intellect that enabled a nation to progress. He suggested that Great 
Britain, France, and the U.S.A., might jointly guarantee a loan of 
£100,000,000 for the assistance of refugees. : 

Professor Harvey said England was lagging behind in its hospitality. 
In proportion to our resources we in this country had done nothing 
like so much as France,, the U.S.A., and the smaller countries on the 
German borders. He emphasised that refugees were not a liability 
economically. They were in many cases an asset, since they had 
brought with them knowledge of specialist trades, in which British 
workers could be employed.

LIVERPOOL | 
HIGH ATTENDANCE AT HEBREW SCHOOL 
Preparations for Evacuation in Emergency 


{From our Correspondent} 


At the annual meeting of the Governors and subscribers of the 
Hebrew School, held at the School last week, the Rev. S. Frampton, 
Chairman of the Governors, said that the 335 pupils on the roll was 
the highest number for many years. Thirty-six refugee children were 
mow attending. The Chairman also referred to the fact that evacuation 
measures in time of emergency had now been satisfactorily arranged. 

The motor-bus service, which transported children in outlying 
districts to and from the School, at a cost of £210 per annum, was 
satisfying a vital need. This benefit had been made possible by con- 
tributions from the managers and through the efforts of the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary Aid Committee, who, besides conducting a canvass for 
donations and subscriptions, had raised £75 by an American Tea at 
the residence of Mr. and Mrs. David Cantor, at which Mesdames 
Cantor, H. Carr, and M. Robinson had acted as hostesses. Mr. J. 
Hyman had defrayed tram fares for children living at'a distance. Two 
Junior City Scholarships had been awarded to pupils of the School. 
The Chairman reported that a National Savings scheme which had 
been instituted had proved successful. The report of the Rev, A. S. 
Super, who had conducted the Hebrew examination, kept the unbroken 
record of tribate paid to the School by other examiners.

PROPOSED LIVERPOOL COMMUNAL 
COUNCIL 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


Sin.—I was much interested in reading the report of the formation of a 
Communal Council in Liverpool. Not being present at the meeting 
reported in THe JewtsH Curonicte under the caption “ Attempt to form 
Communal Council,” any observations | may make here as to the meeting 
are made on the basis of the report of the meeting above mentioned. It 
appears that one of the speakers referred to a movement in favour of the 
“fifteen years and “a similar suggestion” four years ago. 

ither he or his informants did not know anything of an earlier move 
in the same direction or mention of it was felt to be inopportune. 

During the period of the Great War I well remember that a Communal 
Council was actually constituted in Liverpool and for a time functioned, 
its Chairman being the late Mr. A. Ventura, a citizen much respected 
m commercial circles and a leading figure in local Orthodox Jewry. The 
suggestion of “ the co-ordination of local religious activities * to be “ undér- 
taken by one representative body ” has been thought of before to-day and 
most logically and lucidly denounced by so eminent a leader in Jewry as 
the late Mr. Claude G. Montefiore. 

When the Jewish Memorial Council was about to be formed. then 
popularly known as the Great Communal Scheme, Mr. Montefiore declined 
to agree to the Liberal Jewish Organisation joining. for he contended that 
for a Liberal Congregation to support a scheme devised for the very purposes 
which that Congregation wished to undo, would bé& from every point of 
view inconsistent, undesirable, and meaningless. From Mr. Montefiore’s 
own words it is obvious that Liberal Judaism seeks to undo purposes 
which Orthodox or Traditional Judaism seeks to promote, and Mr. Monte- 
fiore saw the impossibility of “co-ordinating ” these “ religious activities.”. 
and his view was strongly supported by THe Jewish Curonicie. ff it 
is logically laid down that Liberal Judaism cannot co-ordinate with Ortho- 
dox Judaism, surely it is equally logical that Orthodox Judaism cannot 
co-ordinate with Liberal Judaism. — It is such attempts at illogical co-ordina- 
tion that tend. to accentuate differences which in.the absence of such 
attempts would be allowed to remain at rest, each section Carrying its 
own work without getting in each other's way. If the Liberal issue has 
been brought to the forefront, the endeavour to make the Communal Council 
a religious and religious educational co-ordinating body must be held to

be a pure coincidence, two of its first signatories are similarly associated 
it being somewhat difficult to discover the exact basis of the order of 
signature. On the provisional Committee of sixteen, four are said to be 
associated with the Liberal movement. ~ Again I am informed that the 
Liberal Congregation was the only Synagogue unit ‘fepresented by dele- 
gates with full authority to commit their organisation. This with the 
absence of authority in the representatives of Orthodox Congregations is 
significant. In another paragraph on the same page “a warning to 
tendencies in Anglo-Jewry seeking estrangement from Orthodox traditions ” 
is given. This should assist in securing Orthodox ecclesiastical unanimity 
in excluding religious and religious educational co-ordination from the 
purview of the Council. It was quite clear that the response from the 
Community to the call is far from universal and that Orthodox Jewry 
will not readily allow its religious and educational institutions to be 
co-ordinated by and with those outside its ranks.

ART NOTES 


FEAST FOR THE CONNOISSEUR 


At the Wildenstein Gallery there is an exhibition called “ Homage 
& Cezanne.” Here it is possible to trace Cezanne’s development from 
the time when he went to the art school in Aix-en-Provence (where 
he was not considered a particularly bright pupil) to the time of his 
fullest achievement. 

His earliest drawings are tight and hard, but when he breaks free 
from his masters, his work shows a quality, that of passion, which 
superficially seems lacking in his latest work. But it is not lacking, 
it is merely restrained, curbed, and intellectualised. 

The early period (when he, Emile Zola, and Achille Emperaire were 
great friends), is distinguished by his dark palettes and his vigorous 
brush-stroke. The quality of his painting is always exciting, and 
those sober greys, blacks, and dull greens have great strength and 
vitality. It was only when he came in contact with Pissarro, in Paris, 
that he was persuaded to lighten his palette. It was as if he had 
been released from some spell. His natural feeling and understanding 


_ for colour asserted itself and from thence on he passes from strength 


to strength. 

Cezanne’s early portraits have much more feeling for humanity 
than the later ones, where the-attempt to convey personality is sunk 
in the attempt to make a picture. One has only to compare some 
of the later portraits of Madame Cezanne or the “ Boy Wearing a 
Straw Hat” (in this exhibition), to “Portrait of the ‘Oncle Dominique’ 
Dressed as a Monk” or “ Portrait of Antony Valabreque.”

THE GOUPIL GALLERY SALON 


On entering the Burlington Galleries one cannot believe that one 
is living in the turmoil that our daily papers describe.. Except for one 
picture, a mixture of allegory and fact, by Eric Meissner, called “ The 
Last Defenders,” there is every indication that “ God’s in His Heaven, 
all’s right with the world.” 3 

It is a great relief to forget—and here one certainly can—the 
horrors of the concentration camp and the jangle of the armaments 
factories. Cafés and markets, mothers and children, peaceful 
interiors, flowers and landscapes follow each other in gay sequence. 
Maybe there is nothing outstanding, no uncomfortable jolting of the 
mind by an original thinker, but it is a happy, pleasant exhibition, 
with a reasonable standard of good painting. 

Florence Englebach’s paintings of flowers are always delightful. 
Her “ Tulips and Iris” is particularly good. A newcomer to the 
Goupil Salon, Frederick Crook, has a nice landscape of Villefranche. 
It is a direct and straightforward statement and has well caught the 
atmosphere of the place. 

Asphodel Fleischmann has made enormous strides in her painting 
recently. Her colour has become clearer and more decisive and her 
composition bolder. She contributes four interesting pictures. The 
figures in William Dring’s delightful interior, “ Susannah’s Bath,” 
have taken something from Mark Gertler. They are solidly set ia 
the scene and convincingly painted. 

Perhaps the best painting in the exhibition is Celia Bedford's “ The 
Argument.” _ It.is reminiscent of all I like best in French Impressionist 
painting, but it has, however, a life completely its own. The portrait 
of “ Robert Collet”’ by Ruth Salaman Collet is a very sensitive piece 
of work, as is Ethel Walker's “Tom Moorson, Sailor,” and Florence 
M. Asher’s “ Swanage.”’ 

In the water colour section, there are many delightful paintings,

BEARSTED MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 
Leading Surgeon’s Tribute 
WHAT THE NEW BUILDINGS WILL. BE LIKE 


The annual meeting of the Bearsted Memorial Hospital was held 
last week at 1, Carlton Gardens, by permission of Viscountess Bearsted; 
the President of the Hospital, who was in the Chair. The Committee 
of Management and the Auditors were re-elected. -< 

Lady Bearsted said their new hospital would be open to members of all 
creeds, and it was intended as a monument of gratitude for the happiness 
they enjoyed as citizens of the British Empire. They asked for co-opera- 

iA tion from the Jewish community to raise the funds necessary to ensure 
ae that the new hospital might open free of debt. They were grateful to 
= their Ladies’ Aid Association which, under the Presidency of Mrs. Laurie 
Magnus, had undertaken to provide all the linen necessary. 
a Mr. Hugh Lett, C.B.E., President of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
+ said he had spent his entire professional life in the neighbourhood of 
the Jewish Maternity Hospital and had never heard any but good reports 
of it. He thought each one of them could do something to popularise 
the new hospital by continually talking about it to their friends. They 
had now collected all but £12,000 of the money necessary to build and equip 
the new hospital so that work there could be started in April next. But, 
said Mr. Lett, medicine was not a science that stood still, and once they 
were starting work in their new building there would be innumerable 
expenses for which they would have to find furids. Their plans included 
facilities for research, which must have important influences on future 
medical knowledge. 
a Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, the Hospital's Architect, gave a summary of 
= the plans for the buildings, operations on which have already begun. He 
announced that four thousand tons of concrete would be.used. All wards 
would face south, and the nurseries would have special window devices 
for admitting the maximum of sun and air. A large open courtyard 
was to be provided surrounded by the hospital buildings in which both 
patients and nurses could enjoy fresh air and sunshine protected from 
winds. The Hospital was planned on two floors, and the site, which 
was plentifully provided with trees, had been so utilised that all the trees 
would remain. 

Other speakers included the Rev. Ephraim Levine, Mrs. A. Model, and

EXHIBITION OF SAIDMAN PHOTOGRAPHS 


Entitled “Preserving England,” a series of photographs by Barnet 
Saidman which appeared last summer in the News CHronicie have been 
enlarged for exhibit and are now to be seen at the Ilford Galleries, 101, 
High Holborn.

And then the holidays begin. And they 
‘ should begin with a determined attempt on the 


part of those who organise them to provide 
nothing more definite than a skeleton frame- 
work of activities. Mothers sometimes fail to 
realise the unconscious opportunities for 
education that holidays afford, which are. 
perhaps, as important for the development of 
children’s characters and personalities as is the 
school curriculum itself. | | 


The child who, confronted with the natural 
beauties of moor and woodland, dawdles idly 
round its parents asking “ What shall Ido?” is 
an obvious case for holiday education. He 
simply hasn't learnt how to make his own 
amusements, nor how to appreciate glorious 


days of freedom. 


_ Mind you, the planning system of life can 
very easily become an obsession. .That it does 
so is only too apparent in the case of many 
unfortunate victims, who dash from engagé- 
ment to engagement with frenzied earnestness, 
and even when the demand on them is no more 
insistent than the satisfaction of their own 
wishes they cannot refrain from fixing up multi- 
tudinous engagements so as to fill up every 
moment of their days and nights.

As long as they have the advantage of being 
cleaned up for bed, no possible harm, but a 
great deal of good, can come to them as a 
result. Their nerves will be fortified and 
soothed, they will be able to concentrate their 
full attention on objects outside themselves, and 
they: will come back to next term's work 
refreshed and ready for new efforts because 
of the real holiday they have enjoyed.

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JEWISH COOKERY 
LIMES 


As thirst-quenchers, limes are second to none, and they can with advan- 
tage replace lemons in many dishes. The juice is stronger than lemon juice 
and should be used sparingly. It is particularly good in place of vinegar 


_ Or lemon juice with fish hors dceuvres and savories, or on steamed or 


baked fish. 

For salad dressing or mayonnaise, use instead of vinegar, or half-quantity 
vinegar and the rest lime juice. "a 

Used by themselves or combined with sweet oranges they make delicious 
marmalade or jelly, and the store cupboard can be replenished at a time 
when bitter oranges are not obtainable. 


Lime Juice Cordial 
Six limes. Water, 1} pt. 
Citric acid, 1 oz. Sugar, l4lb. 

Pare the rind of the limes very thinly and put in a saucepan with the 
juice, water, and sugar. Bring slowly to the boil and simmer for three 
minutes; cover and leave till cold, stirring at intervals. Strain and bottle. 
To serve, dilute with water or soda water. 


Iced Coffee or Tea with Limes 


As a hot weather drink these are particularly good. Use the juice of 
two limes to one and a half pints of black coffee or weak tea. Sweeten 
to taste with sugar. sugar syrup, or honey, and chill thoroughly. Serve 
with a thin slice of lime in each cup or glass. 


Lime Chutney 


Twelve limes. 
Green apples, j-Ib. One onion. 
Sultanas, 4-Ib. Salt, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Green ginger, | oz. Twelve red chillies. 
Malt vinegar, 4-pt. 
SQueezE juice from limes and strain. Put the peel and pulp. together 
with the sultanas, peeled apples, and onion, through a mincing ‘machine. 
Put these in a saucepan with the salt, sugar, and lime juice. Bruise the ginger 


Demerara sugar, 


and tie it, with the chillies, in a muslin bag; add it to the other ingredients, 


together with the vinegar, and bring slowly to the boil. Simmer gently till 
the limes. and apples are quite soft. If necessary, add a little more vinegar 


_ while cooking. . Turn into small hot jars and tie down while hot. 


Lime Jelly . 


Fifteen limes. Water, pts. 
ugar. 

Wasu fruit and cut into small pieces: put in a preserving pan with six 
pints of water: bring to the boil and boil slowly for one and a half hours. 
Strain through a jelly bag or cloth. When all the liquid has dripped through, 
reboil the pulp with the remaining two pints of water for one hour. Strain 
as before: mix the two extracts and measure. Bring to the boil and add 
one pound of warmed preserving sugar for every pint of liquid. Cook 
over a moderate heat till the sugar has dissolved; then boil quickly till 
it sets when tested. 

For lime and sweet orange jelly, use nine limes and three oranges with 
good skins, and proceed as above. 


Lime Water Ice 


Water, 1 gill. 
Two bananas. 
Sugar, 7 .ozs. : 

DissoLve the sugar in the water; bring to the boil and simmer for two 
or three minutes. Separate the egg yolks and whites; beat up the yelks; pour 
over the slightly-cooled syrup; add the strained juice of the limes and the 
grated rind. Stir over a gentle heat till the mixture thickens (do not boil 
or it will curdle); then leave till cool. Whip the egg whites to a stuff froth; 
add to the mixture; whisk lightly and freeze. If to be frozen in the drawers 
of a refrigerator, stir thoroughly when half-frozen.

Secretary, Mr. David Mellows, was mainly responsible for the enormous 
amount of work connected with this most complicated of all A.J.Y. 
events. 

Dr. Israel Feldman thanked Mr. T. J. Phillips and Mr. R. M. Lotinga, 
the Hon. Sports Officers, for their part in the arrangements. He regretied 
that Mr. Phillips was compelled by his many other activities to relinquish 
this post. He would be replaced by Mr. Jack Springer. On behalf 
of the A.J.Y., Dr. Feldman thanked Mr. Charles Moses, Mr. G. F. A.

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JABEZ WOLFFE 
Great Swimmer’s Anniversary 


Saturday last was the anniversary of a 


swimmer. Twenty-five years ago on that date, Jabez Wolffe swam from 


the Eddystone Lighthouse to Plymouth pier 
in 10 hours 45 minutes 2 seconds (distance 
covered, 22 miles). The bald statement of 
fact does not convey the difficulties of the 
achievement. Wolffe was at that time a 
veteran of thirty-eight. He swam through a 
violent storm and rough seas. The course 
was beset by very strong cross currents, inten- 
sified by tidal shanaet Incidentally he was 
nearly run down by a torpedo-boat.

BRITISH MACCABI’S FOOTBALL CUP 


A Chance for Every Club 
BRINGING JEWISH YOUTH TOGETHER 
[From our Correspondent] 


The British Maccabi Association has decided to run a “ knock-out ” foot- 
ball competition for next season which will be open to al! Southern England 
Jewish Clubs, whether or not they are affiliated to British Maccabi. The 
trop»y will be known as the British Maccabi Associatio: Southern Amateur 
Football Cup, and among the organisations that have already entered for 
the competition are Maccabi Association London, South London Maccabi, 
Devonshire Literary and Social Society, Harmony Club, Cambrian Club, 
South-Essex Jewish Social Club, and Brighton and Hove Maccabi. 

Other Clubs are invited to apply for information. The only qualifications 
are that they be Jewish; as it is a s:nior competition, that they have a 
perce age membership of 19 years; and that they are in the South of 

ngland. 

In the course of an interview with the Hon. Secretary of the British 
Maccabi, Mr. Hyman Cen, I was told some of the reasons which prompt.d 
h’s Association to launch the competition. In the first place, said Mr. Cen, 
it was considered that the adm‘ssion of clubs other than those affiliated to 
Maccabi would improve the standard of play by virtue of the increased 


competition, and with that would come th: development of that spirit of We: 


sportsmanship which Maccabi has always aimed to inculcate in young Jews, 
whether members of Maccabi or not. Mr. Cen felt that the competition might 
also help to break down the barriers that frequently exist between Jewish 
youth organisations. For some time there had, he said, been much talk 
about finding a common basis for contact among the many Jewish youth 
bodies. These talks had met with scant success, so now Maccabi was going to 
try this method— via the playing fields. “By all means let the talks con- 
tinue,” said Mr. Cen; “and Maccabi is willing to play its part; but mean- 
while my organisation will foster closer contact among Jewish youth 
through open competition in which all sections can compete.” 

Mr. Cen assured me that British Maccabi-expects no allegiance from 
the non-Maccabi clubs entering the competition. They enter without any 
obligations. 

This is the first time that any Jewish youth organisation has put up a 
cup open for competition to non-members. It will provide a splendid 
op, ortunity for the many unattached Jewish clubs to send a team. Even 
though they have never before h d a football team, they need not suffer 
from inferiority complexes. The crack Jewish teams themselves had to 
make a start some time or other.

J.L.B. WEEK-END CAMP 


Permanent Site at Epping 


One of the many things that impressed me during a visit to the Jewish 
Lads Brigade Camp at Epping recently was the kitchen. It was soclean 
that its “spot'essness” almost made one blink. . There were, of course, 
separate crockery and cutlery for milk and meat, each clearly labelled on 
different shelves. 

Thanks largely to the efforts of C/Major H. Seligman, the ground was 
leased about three years ago as a permanent week-end camp site. Last 
week-end, about sixty boys between the ages of 13 and 19, drawn from the 
Tottenham, Stoke Newington, and Dalston Companies, and including small 
contingents from Highbury, Becontree, and Finchley, camped there under 
Commandant C/Capt. C. J. Goodman and Q.M. C/Capt. G. -H. Lang. 
Inspections, camp fires, prayers, P.T. and games, parades, and football and 
handball took up the lads’ time, so that the dull weather was scarcely 
noticed, 

Food was plain and plentiful, and the meat—which is sent from London— 
and other “ perishables”* were kept fresh in an ice-chest. The charge for all 
ranks below warrant officers is 2s. 6d. (exclusive of fare) for the whole week- 
end. Discipline at these camps is not as rigid as it is at the big Annual 
Camp at Walmer, although the main essentials are retained. 

In general, the camp offices are good without being elaborate. Latrines 
are chemically treated ; the shower-bath is of the simplest, store-houses and 
eating room (used in bad weather) are damp-resisting, ard the cook-house— 
under the chirge of a permanent cook sipplied by the British Legion—is 
well equipped. Although the main huts were built by professionals, the 
boys have done much of the constructional work. 7

TRAINING CHILDREN IN ROAD MANNERS 
Value of Second-Hand Cars 


The basic idea of the “Atco” Junior Safety-First Trainer, a one-" 


horse-power runabout designed for use in private gardens, school 
playgrounds, and special training grounds, is to make children motor- 
minded and also more alive to the dangers of the road caused by 
carelessness whether on the part of cyclist, pedestrian, or motorist. 

The argument in favour of its adoption by school authorities is that 
if every owner of a car to-day had been driving since the age of six, 
seven, or eight, road sense, quick reflex action, and mastery of control 
should be intuitive. Parents and others in control of children should

Personally I favour a reduction 
of car tax for old cars as the simplest solution of the difficulty, but 
how much that reduction should be is another puzzle. 

The fact remains, however, that each year the sale of cars of small 
second-hand value is getting more difficuit and the dealers’ store-rooms 
are becoming choked with old cars exchanged for new... The time may 
come when very old cars will not be allowed for in the price of new 
ones unless. some solution is found. |

He points ovt that the Committee 
have expressed their views in no uncertain way, and while there may be 
some differences in the degree of severity with which the houses and the 
features which they do not favour are regarded by others, there will be 
generai agreement as to the beauty in design and lay-out of those hous2s 
and groups of houses wh ch they have singled out for special commenda- 
tion. The book, which is published by thé Stationery Office at the price of 
one shilling, contains excellent photographic reproductions. A concluding 
paragraph states: “If-architects and builders, owners and tenants, worked 
together to secure sound and sensible building, our towns would become 
pleasant living places, and a threat to the country-side would pass away.”

NEWS FROM BRITISH STUDIOS 
They Could Be Busier 


[By our Cinema Correspondent] 


Summer time in film studios is comparable with the fashion industry, 
for both work at full pressure turning out products for winter use. 


. British film studios are still suffering from the serious illness that 


started two years ago—the malady of finance—and although the situa- 
tion is brighter and the future is full of good omens the sixteen 


studios; with their total of forty-four gigantic sound stages, are filming 


this week exactly thirteen productions. 
The artists working on these thirteen pictures include Stanley Lupino, 


| Paul Lukas, Conrad Veidt, Jack Buchanan, Emlyn Williams, and 


Margaret Lockwood, and the directors at work on them are such 
well-known Britishers as Albert de Courville, Carol Reed, Robert 
Stevenson, Norman Walker, and Marcel Varnel. On the technical 
side, such lighting experts as Greenbaum, Perinal, Krampf, Kanturek, 
Langley, and Neame are fully employed. 

Probably the most ambitious productions “on the floor” at the 
moment are Grand National's “ The Stars Look Down” and Korda’s 
“ Thief of Baghdad.” The Crazy Gang are at work on “Frozen 
Limits,” and productions striking a more serious note include “ Good- 
ness, How Sad” and“ Chinese Bungalow.” 

A feeling of optimism has returned among the hundreds of techni- 
cians. still out of work, and although the number of persons in active 
production has been reduced to a practical minimum there is a growing 
demand for competent British technicians to fill, jobs previously held 
by American and Continental experts. 

Whenever the City is willing to re-examine the sounder aspects of 
film studios and to appoint capable representatives to watch the expen- 
diture of any money advances, British films will flourish, avoiding the 
mistakes of the past and developing British writers, artists, and 
technicians for the future.

“ THE SUN NEVER SETS "—Leicester Square Theatre (“A” Certificate) 

This is melodrama in the best Hollywood tradition. Against a well- 
drawn background of the Gold Coast, sinister Lionel Attwill works to 
destroy the British Empire by sabotage and by broadcasting seditious 
propaganda. Britain’s destiny lies in the hands of the Randolphs, 
brought up in the tradition of service by C. Aubrey Smith.

Joel Sloane makes a welcome appearance in 
another fast and crazy murder mystery of the “ Thin Man” type. Robert 
Monigomery has that perfect mixture of calm~insolence and innocence 
required for the part. His wife is played by Rosalind Russell. Joei can't 
help getting involved with a blonde in these adventures. The theft of a 
manuscript and two murders are indicative of a story that rums at a 
cracking pace. 

“WHAT A WOMAN.” Melvyn Douglas, back again with ever-so-dumb 
Virginia Bruce. repeats the success of an earlier picture in which he 
attempted detection despite the handicap of Joan Blondeli’s “ assistance.” 
The mystery has two murders, a jewel robbery, and plenty of suspense. 
Virginia Bruce is jovously entertaining in domestic comedy.

And the Score of Jacob's “ Passacaglia ” 


Violinists on the look-out for music to play may be interested in 
four works, three of them for violin in conjunction with piano and 
one for violin solo, by the well-known violinist, Louis Godovsky. 
“Dusk.” “La Siesta.” and “La Chasse ™ (this last for solo violin) 
are examples of semi-descriptive musical writing, and “Legend” is 
based on ~ Rosinkes mit Mandlen.” All four works are short, the 
playing time varymg from three to six mimutes. They are published 
by Joseph Williams, Ltd., of 29, Enford Street, W.1. 

The same publisher has issued the score and band parts of Gordon 
Jacob's “ Passacagha on a Well-Known Theme,” which had a first 
performance two years or so ago, at a Promenade Concert, I think.

HE Haftara for to-morrow’s Sidra con- 

j tains the dramatic account of the vision 
of Elijah. The Biblical tales will always 
bear retelling, especially if it is possible to 
arrive at a better understanding of them by 
considering the surrounding circumstances. Let 
us endeavour to do this with this magnificent 


story. 


Reapy To Dre 
- You will remember that in my recent Chat 
on Jezebel I told how Elijah was compelled to 
flee before the wrath of the queen after his 
‘dramatic encounter with the prophets of Baal 
on Mount Carmel. From the exaltation of that 
great moment he was plunged in despair. He 
withdrew to the desert and prayed that he might 
die. His life seemed to be a failure: his mission 


of winning the people from idolatry had 


apparently been vain. The mistake Elijah 
made was in not- recognising that there were 
still thousands of people who had not been 
lured away from the true faith and who needed 
Spiritual encouragement and moral strength. 
In his mood of despondency he asked only that 
his life might be taken from him. 


: THE MOUNTAIN 

But God had other plans for him. He was 
not to die of hunger and thirst in the desert. 
food and water were brought to him and he 
journeyed on to Mount Horeb, another name 
for Sinai. Here he took shelter in a cave, “ and 
lodged there,” planning no doubt to lead a 
hermit existence. Even to-day there are hermits 
and monks on Mount Sinai. But the call came 
to him: “What dost thou here, Elijah?” 
“ Your work,” the voice seemed to say, “ is 
not here in this wilderness of barren rock but 
among men, who need your helping hand, 
your encouraging word, your inspiring 
stimulus.” Elijah said he had been very 
zealous for the Lord: the people, however, had 
forsaken God's covenant and only he was left 
(the same mistake), and his life was in danger. 


THE Voice 

_ Tt was then that Elijah, the fiery prophet, was 
given a lesson. He was bidden to stand forth 
upon the mountain. There came a whirlwind, 
so violent that the very rocks were hurled down 
the precipices and broken in pieces. “ But the 
Lord was not in the wind.” Then there was 
an earthquake which shook the mountain to its 
foundations. “But the Lord was not in the 
earthquake.” . And there was a_ volcanic 
eruption; the mountain belched forth a fiery 
torrent. “ But the Lord was not in the fire.” 
And then came a still, smal® voice. Elijah 
recognised that voice. It touched him to the 
heart and it taught him a lesson. It is not 
always. by strong, violent, fiery methods that 
men can be influenced. More often it is by the 
still, small voice, that pleads, that urges, that 
encourages. Elijah was given a job of work to 
do and most important of all he was told that 
there were still seven thousand people in Israel 
who had not bent the knee to Baal and who 
needed Elijah’s preserice amohg them. He was 
told, too, of a ploughman who would take up 
his task after him. The Haftara ends with 
the anointing of Elisha, who “ arose, and went 
after Elijah, and ministered unto him.”
